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PREFACE, 


HE uses of a “Harmony of the Gospels” are twofold: 
first to enable each reader to draw up for himself a 
connected narrative of our Lord’s History containing the 
fullest possible account that can be given: this I have en- 
deavoured to do in my “Gospel History,” which I have pub- 
lished for the use of others. I have been surprised by the 
number of correspondents, both men and women, who have 
told me that they had attempted this, but had not time or 
patience enough to complete it, and have thanked me for 
doing it for them. The second use is to enable the reader, 
by seeing all the different accounts of each event before his 
eyes at the same moment, to judge how very few and un- 
important the actual variations are, and how utterly mistaken 
are those persons who would represent the holy witnesses as 
“contradicting each other” in any essential matters. No two 
persons ever give precisely the same account of the same 
event; if they did, their testimony would at once be open 
to the suspicion of having been made up and agreed upon 
beforehand; and the honest, independent witness of two or 
more would be reduced to the suspected testimony of one. 

In this Harmony, which follows the order of S. Luke and 
the same arrangement of sections as my “Gospel History,” I 
have endeavoured to set forth the parallel passages in a 
clearer and therefore more useful form than has generally been 
the case in similar publications; avoiding, at the cost of 
increased bulk, that snake-like wriggling about of the text 
which mars the beauty of the page and fatigues the eye. 
Wherever it has been necessary on account of their length to 
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present the parallels of any section on more than two pages, 
I have tried to divide them at the same points of the narrative, 
adding “‘. 0.” at the foot of the unfinished extracts, the com- 
pletion of which will be found in the same order on the next 
page or pages, so that the same portions of the histories are 
always before the eye simultaneously. The necessity of ar- 
ranging the parallels so that the eye could take in both or all 
at the same moment, entailed in several places some vacant 
spaces, and these I have for the most part filled with what I 
have called Quasi-parallels, or passages from other parts of 
Scripture illustrative of the text, which a student might find 
it very convenient to have before his eye together; such as, 
all of our Lord’s words about the Sabbath, on page 29; all 
the Scriptural accounts of the raising of the dead, p. 162; and 
others, of which a list is given in the Table of Contents, after 
the list of the Sections, on page xx. Such passages are printed 
in Stalics, to avoid any possibility of mistake. The Italics of 
the Revised Version are printed in the same Roman type with 
the rest of the text. For my own part, I do not see any need 
of retaining these Italics in our Bibles at all: if the words so 
printed are not necessary to the translation they ought not to 
have been introduced: if they are necessary, they form part of 
the translation. Certainly they are very misleading to many 
simple people, who imagine that they ought to be read with 
special emphasis. 

In most sections, the fullest account is printed first. The 
reader cannot fail to notice how very often, from Section 31 
onwards, this is the account of S. Mark. One can scarcely 
study these extracts without feeling that we have the words of 
.an eye-witness very observant of little details, who was almost 
certainly S. Peter. Nothing can be more mistaken than the 
common notion that S. Mark’s Gospel is merely an epitome of 
S. Matthew’s; Section 73 is a sufficient refutation of that 
idea. I cannot see any indications which would lead me to 
think that any one of the first three Evangelists had seen the 
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work of another, except that perhaps S. Matthew’s “Blessed 
are the poor in spirit,’ “Blessed are they that hunger and 
thirst after righteousness” (v. 3, 6), may contain a correction of 
possible misinterpretations of S. Luke’s “Blessed are ye poor,” 
“Blessed are ye that hunger now” (vi. 20, 21). If there be 
any force in this remark, it would place S. Matthew’s last of 
the three in point of time. But in all probability the three 
appeared in their complete form about the same time (a.D. 65 
or thereabouts) in different parts of the world. S. John, 
writing fully a generation later, was doubtless familiar with the 
three others, and supposes his readers to be also familiar with 
them, for he purposely avoids for the most part repeating what 
they had already said, except in one instance (ch. vi), where 
he had much new matter to add to the narrative, and some 
most important teaching to append to it. Having been him- 
self present throughout the Passion, he could not have added 
his testimony in this part without repeating the main outlines 
of the history, but he has done this as little as possible. 
Everybody can see that there is a close verbal resemblance 
in many passages between the narratives of the three first 
Evangelists (often called the Synoptics), and this is even more 
apparent in the Greek than in the English, at least of the 
Authorised Version: a resemblance far too great to admit of 
our supposing that the three histories are altogether the sepa- 
rate productions of three different minds. At the same time 
there is even in these very passages sufficient variety to shew 
that no original document was slavishly copied or incorpor- 
ated into the text, as we find in parts of the Old Testament 
(e.g. 2 Kings xviii. 13—xx. 19 compared with Isaiah xxxvi— 
xxxix), and it is closer between S. Mark (S. Peter) and S. 
Matthew, than between either of them and S. Luke. This is 
exactly what we might expect to find if the two former, 
having been eye-witnesses, while recording what they had seen 
used much of the language with which they were very familiar 
of an unwritten record constantly recited in Church. Such a 
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record would necessarily begin to grow up from the first day 
on which the Apostles and early disciples adjourned after 
attending the Temple Service, to “break bread at home” 
(Acts ii. 47), Le. to receive the Holy Communion in a house 
belonging to one of themselves. Having been accustomed to 
the reading of the Law and the Prophets at the Temple and 
Synagogue Services, they would necessarily wish to have 
something about their beloved Master read or recited at their 
own, and anything so read or recited would have a tendency 
to grow into a definite form, much of which would naturally 
be reproduced by those eye-witnesses who were committing to 
writing their own testimony. S. Luke, being as he tells us 
one degree further off from original testimony, would reproduce 
this language a little less closely, as we find to be the case. 

The central idea of the Gospel of S. Mark may be briefly 
expressed as, Jesus Christ the Son of God; 

of S. Matthew, Jesus Christ the Son of Abraham and 
of David, the King of Israel ; 

of S. Luke, Jesus Christ the Son of Man, the seed of the 
woman, that should bruise the serpent’s head ; 

of S. John, Jesus Christ the Light and Life of the world. 

The more carefully these holy witnesses are compared 
together, the more clearly will it be seen that all are alive 
with the breath of that one Holy Spirit who alone can bless 
their use to quicken or revive the hearts of the children 
of God,

NOTE ON THE VERSIONS OF 1611 (A) AND 188r (R), 


The Version of 1611 commonly called the ‘‘ Authorised Version,” and 
stating on its title-page that it is ‘tappointed to be read in Churches,” 
though there is I believe no record of such Authorisation or appointment, 
delights throughout to indulge in what used to be considered a great 
beauty in composition, and a mark of good taste, namely, to introduce as 
much variety as possible into the language used; not only rendering the 
same Greek word differently where the meaning appeared to be in any way 
different, but changing about the English words employed .merely for the 
sake of avoiding the repetition of the same sound}, and in very many cases 
translating differently the same Greek word or phrase in the parallel 
passage from two Gospels’, thereby giving an appearance of Variation 
between the Witnesses which does not really exist. This artificial variety 
is frequent throughout the whole Version. R has endeavoured to trans- 
late the same Greek word by the same English word wherever it can 
be done. 

The following defects may also be observed in A, which are altogether 
removed in R. 

Notes of time scattered arbitrarily about the narrative, by giving 
“when,” ‘‘then” as translations of the conjunction 6. 

A certain Predestinarian bias arbitrarily introduced into a few passages: 
as GAN ols frofuacrae ‘“‘but it shall be given to them for whom it is 
prepared” Mt. xx. 23 and parallels; ef dwaréy “‘if it were possible” 
Mt. xxiv. 24 and parallels. 

The neglect of distinguishing between aorists and perfects, the in- 
accurate rendering of prepositions, and the indifference of A to the force of 
the Greek article in many cases, are well known. 

“You” and “ye” are often used the one for the other, so are “ would” 
and ‘‘should,” and sometimes even ‘‘shall” and “will:” ‘‘might” is often 
used where we should now say ‘‘may.”

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Many words have quite lost their old-fashioned use, so that they no 
longer adequately represent the original: as ‘‘coasts,” ‘‘meat,” ‘‘doctrine,” 
“fowls,” “prevent,” &c. 

Oddels is generally rendered ‘‘no man” in A, which logically involves a 
most astounding consequence in Mk. x. 18, ‘‘There is no man good but 
one, that is God” (therefore God is man!). 

It should be borne in mind that so far as we deviate in our translation 
from the exact sense of the original writings, so far are we substituting 
words of mere human authority for the words of Scripture, and are 
knowingly, so far, teaching error. 


NOTE ON THE DIVISIONS OF THE GOSPEL HISTORY. 


The Gospel History seems naturally to divide itself into five parts, 
which are separated by a line both in the text and the Index :— 

I. Early History, §§ 1—14. 

II. From John’s preaching to the Great Confession, §§ 15—71. 

III. From the Transfiguration to the Supper at Bethany, §§ 72—125. 

IV. From the Triumphal Entry to our Lord’s burial, §§ 126—173. 

V. The great forty days, §§ 174—186. 

It may be observed of the second and third divisions, which comprise 
the whole of our Lord’s ministry until the events immediately preceding 
His Passion, that each begins with circumstances of great glory and a 
declaration from heaven, and each closes with a special act of faith which 
is very highly commended by our Saviour. 


NOTE ON THE SERMON ON THE MOUNT. 


Whether the discourse in S. Luke vi. 20—49 is another report of the 
same as that in S. Matthew v. vi. vii. or not is one of those questions which 
must continue to be matters of opinion. I printed them independently in 
my Gospel History, as it is perfectly impossible to blend them into one, 
from their being reported from different points of view. S. Luke cannot 
have been acquainted with S. Matthew’s report before his own was 
written, as the latter is so perfect a composition that had he known it he 
could not have varied so greatly from it; on the other hand, S. Matthew 
perhaps did know S. Luke’s report, and explain some phrases in it. 

Many of the passages which at first sight appear peculiar to S. Matthew 
are found in other parts of S. Luke, mostly in chapters xi. and xii. In the 
Harmony these are printed in Ztalics. 

an able writer has recently called the Sermon on the Mount “a collec- 
tion of loosely connected and aphoristic utterances.” Ido not know of 
any more perfect composition in the world, or any hortatory moral treatise 
in which the train of thought is more connected and logically evolved. 
It begins by declaring who are good citizens of the new kingdom (v. 3—12); 
sets forth the duties of such citizens, both in the way of example and pre- 
cept; (13—17) enlarges on the principles on which the laws of that king- 
dom, the ancient commandments of God, are to be interpreted and kept; 
(17—48) treats of the great religious duties of the citizens, Almsgiving, 
Prayer and Fasting (vi. r—18), and warns us against the chief hinderances 
to our spiritual life: worldliness (19—34); self-righteousness (vii. 1—5); 
irreverence (6); want of confidence (7—12), or earnestness (13—14) ; 
and hypocrisy, whether in teachers (15—23), or hearers (24—27). The 
more it is studied as a whole the more does its wonderful beauty shine 
forth, and the attainment of its glorious standard of perfection commend 
itself as the worthiest object of human ambition. He might as well have 
called the human skeleton a string of disconnected ossifications. 


NOTE ON THE MARGINAL REFERENCES. 


Ihave endeavoured in these to suggest every passage to which I should 
wish to be able to refer a class that I was teaching. I have therefore given 
not only the places quoted from the Old Testament, but many others also 
that occurred to me or were suggested by others as illustrating the text, 
whether by throwing light upon obscure or unusual phrases or words, or 
the general thought; and in many cases also passages in the Acts and 
Epistles, as shewing the evolution as it were of our Lord’s teaching in the 
minds of those who first heard Him, and the application of His principles to 
their own circumstances and times. I know of few things more interesting 
than thus to trace the history of a thought, dug up from the rich mine of 
the Old Testament, stamped as current coin by our Saviour, and applied 
by His Apostles to the various uses of Christian life. The two millennia 
which have nearly passed since the words were spoken have added infinite 
variety to such application, but have in no way altered the principles them- 
selves. 

Where H. or Gr. is printed, attention is called to the Hebrew or 
the Greek. When more than one or two verses should be read for 
the reference, two or three dots are in most cases added; but the exi- 
gences of the margin have prevented this being always done, as for the 
sake of clearness each reference is contained for the most part in one line. 
For the same reason the names of the books have been abbreviated as much 
as possible, but not, I hope, so as to be in any case unintelligible. Other 
abbreviations will explain themselves : such as cp, compare; etc. 

Cross references to other sections are added where the illustration applies 
to the general thought of a passage, and not merely to a particular word 
or phrase. These are not repeated on the same page.

S. Luke i. 1—4. 

ForaSMUCH as many have taken in hand to draw up 1 
a narrative concerning those matters which have been 
fulfilled among us, even as they delivered them unto us, 2 
which from the beginning were eyewitnesses and ministers 
of the word, it seemed good to me also, having traced 3 
the course of all things accurately from the first, to write 
unto thee in order, most excellent Theophilus ; that thou 4 
mightest know the certainty concerning the things wherein 
thou wast instructed. 


5. Birth of John Baptist promised.

And his father and his mother were marvelling at the 33 
things which were spoken concerning him; and Simeon 34 
blessed them, and said unto Mary his mother, Behold, 
this child is set for the falling and rising up of many in 
Israel; and for a sign which is spoken against; yea 35

and a sword shall pierce through thine own soul; that Jn. 19. 25. 
36 thoughts out of many hearts may be revealed. And 
there was one Anna, a prophetess, the daughter of 
Phanuel, of the tribe of Asher (she was of a great age, 
having lived with a husband seven years from her vir- 
37 ginity, and she had been a widow even for fourscore and 
four years), which departed not from the temple, wor- 
shipping with fastings and supplications night and day. 1 Tim. 5.5. 
38 And coming up at that very hour she gave thanks unto 
God, and spake of him to all them that were looking for 
39 the redemption of Jerusalem. And when they had ac- 
complished all things that were according to the law of 
the Lord, they returned into Galilee, to their own city 
Nazareth. 
40 And the child grew and waxed strong, filled with 1 Sa. 3. 19. 
wisdom: and the grace of God was upon him. 


12. Lpiphany. 
S. Matthew ii. 1—12. 


I Now when Jesus was born in Bethlehem of Judeea in 
the days of Herod the king, behold, wise men from the 1 Ki. 4. 30. 
2 east came to Jerusalem, saying, Where is he that is born 
King of the Jews? for we saw his star in the east, and Nu. 24.17. 
3 are come to worship him. And when Herod the king Is. 60. 3. 
heard it, he was troubled, and all Jerusalem with him.

Then Herod, when he saw that he 16 
was mocked of the wise men, was exceeding wroth, and 
sent forth, and slew all the male children that were in 
Bethlehem, and in all the borders thereof, from two 
years old and under, according to the time which he 
had carefully learned of the wise men. Then was ful- 17 
filled that which was spoken by Jeremiah the prophet, 
saying, 

A voice was heard in Ramah, 18 

Weeping and great mourning, 

Rachel weeping for her children ; 

And she would not be comforted, because they are 
not. 

But when Herod was dead, behold, an angel of the 19 
Lord appeareth in a dream to Joseph in Egypt, saying, 20 
Arise and take the young child and his mother, and go 
into the land of Israel: for they are dead that sought 
the young child’s life. And he arose and took the young 21 
child and his mother, and came into the land of Israel. 
But when he heard that Archelaus was reigning over 22 
Judea in the room of his father Herod, he was afraid 
to go thither ; and being warned of God in a dream, he 
withdrew into the parts of Galilee, and came and dwelt 23

42 feast of the passover. And when he was twelve years Deu.16.15. 
43 old, they went up after the custom of the feast; and 
when they had fulfilled the days, as they were returning, 
the boy Jesus tarried behind in Jerusalem; and his 
44 parents knew it not; but supposing him to be in the 
company, they went a day’s journey; and they sought

And this is the witness of John, when the Jews sent 19 
unto him from Jerusalem priests and Levites to ask him, 


. Who art thou? And he confessed, and denied not; and 20 


he confessed, I am not the Christ. And they asked him, 21 
What then? Art thou Elijah? And he saith, I am not. 
Art thou the prophet? And he answered, No. They 22 
said therefore unto him, Who art thou? that we may give 
an answer to them that sent us. What sayest thou of 
thyself? He said, I am the voice of one crying in the 23 
wilderness, Make straight the way of the Lord, as said 
Isaiah the prophet. And they had been sent from the 24 
Pharisees. And they asked him, and said unto him, 25 
Why then baptizest thou, if thou art not the Christ, 
neither Elijah, neither the prophet? John answered 26 
them, saying, I baptize with water: in the midst of you 
standeth one whom ye know not, even he that cometh 
after me, the latchet of whose shoe I am not worthy to 27 
unloose. These things were done in Bethany beyond 28 
Jordan, where John was baptizing.

Galilee ; and the mother of Jesus was there: and Jesus 2 
also was bidden, and his disciples, to the marriage. And 3 
when the wine failed, the mother of Jesus saith unto him, 
They have no wine. And Jesus saith unto her, Woman, 4 
what have I to do with thee? mine hour is not yet come. 
His mother saith unto the servants, Whatsoever he saith 5 
unto you, do it. Now there were six waterpots of stone 6 
set there after the Jews’ manner of purifying, containing 
two or three firkins apiece. Jesus saith unto them, Fill 7 
the waterpots with water. And they filled them up to 
the brim. And he saith unto them, Draw out now, and 8 
bear unto the ruler of the feast. And they bare it. 
And when the ruler of the feast tasted the water now 9 
become wine, and knew not whence it was (but the 
servants which had drawn the water knew), the ruler of 
the feast calleth the bridegroom, and saith unto him, 10 
Every man setteth on first the good wine; and when 
men have drunk freely, then that which is worse: thou 
hast kept the good wine until now. This beginning of 11 
his signs did Jesus in Cana of Galilee, and manifested 
his glory ; and his disciples believed on him. 

After this he went down to Capernaum, he, and his 12 
mother, and 47s brethren, and his disciples: and there 
they abode not many days.

AND the passover of the Jews was at hand, and Jesus 13 
went up to Jerusalem. And he found in the temple those 14 
that sold oxen and sheep and doves, and the changers of 
money sitting: and he made a scourge of cords, and cast 15 
all out of the temple, both the sheep and the oxen; and 
he poured out the changers’ money, and overthrew their 
tables; and to them that sold the doves he said, Take 16 
these things hence; make not my Father’s house a house 
of merchandise. His disciples remembered that it was 17 
written, The zeal of thine house shall eat me up. The 18 
Jews therefore answered and said unto him, What sign 
shewest thou unto us, seeing that thou doest these things?

19 Jesus answered and said unto them, Destroy this temple, Mt. 26. 61. 

20 and in three days I will raise it up. The Jews therefore 
said, Forty and six years was this temple in building, and 

21 wilt thou raise it up in three days? But he spake of the 

22 temple of his body. When therefore he was raised from Col. 2, 9. 
the dead, his disciples rememberéd that he spake this; 1 Cor.6.19. 
and they believed the scripture, and the word which 2 Cor-6.16. 
Jesus had said. 

23 Now when he was in Jerusalem at the passover, 
during the feast, many believed on his name, beholding 

24 his signs which he did. But Jesus did not trust himself 

25 unto them, for that he knew all men, and because he Acts i. 24. 
needed not that any one should bear witness concerning 
man ; for he himself knew what was in man. tCor.2.r1. 


22. Nicodemus. The new birth. 
8. John iii. 1—21. 

I Now there was a man of the Pharisees, named Nico- Jn. 7. go. 
2 demus, a ruler of the Jews: the same came unto him by — 19. 39- 

night, and said to him, Rabbi, we know that thou art a 

teacher come from God: for no man can do these signs Jn. 9. 33- 
3 that thou doest, except God be with him. Jesus an- 

swered and said unto him, Verily, verily, I say unto 

thee, Except a man be born anew, he cannot see the Jn. 1. 13. 
4 kingdom of God. Nicodemus saith unto him, How can Gal. 6. 13. 

a man be born when he is old? can he enter a second 
5 time into his mother’s womb, and be born? Jesus an- 

swered, Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except a man 

be born of water and the Spirit, he cannot enter into the Tit. 3. s. 
6 kingdom of God. That which is born of the flesh is 1 Pet. 1.23. 

flesh; and that which is born of the Spirit is spirit. ~ 3?" 
7 Marvel not that I said unto thee, Ye must be born anew. 
8 The wind bloweth where it listeth, and thou hearest the 

voice thereof, but knowest not whence it cometh, and 

whither it goeth: so is every one that is born of the 
9 Spirit. Nicodemus answered and said unto him, How 
1ocan these things be? Jesus answered and said unto 

him, Art thou the teacher of Israel, and understandest 
11 not these things? Verily, verily, I say unto thee, We 

speak that we do know, and bear witness of that we 
12 have seen; and ye receive not our witness. If I told 

you earthly things, and ye believe not, how shall ye 
13 believe, if I tell you heavenly things? And no man

hath ascended into heaven, but he that descended out 
of heaven, even the Son of man, which is in heaven. 
And as Moses lifted up the serpent in the wilderness, 14 
even so must the Son of man be lifted up: that who- 15 
soever believeth may in him have eternal life. 

For God so loved the world, that he gave his only 16 
begotten Son, that whosoever believeth on him should 
not perish, but have eternal life. For God sent not the 17 
Son into the world to judge the world; but that the 
world should be saved through him. He that believeth 18 
on him is not judged: he that believeth not hath been 
judged already, because he hath not believed on the 
name of the only begotten Son of God. And this 19 
is the judgement, that the light is come into the 
world, and men loved the darkness rather than the 
light; for their works were evil. For every one that 20 
doeth ill hateth the light, and cometh not to the light, 
lest his works should be reproved. But he that doeth 21 
the truth cometh to the light, that his works may be 
made manifest, that they have been wrought in God. 


23. John Baptist’s last testimony to Jesus. Eternal life. 
S$. John iii. 22—36. 

AFTER these things came Jesus and his disciples into 22 
the land of Judeea; and there he tarried with them, and 
baptized. And John also was baptizing in A©non near 23 
to Salim, because there was much water there: and they 
came, and were baptized. For John was not yet cast 24 
into prison. There arose therefore a questioning on the 25 
part of John’s disciples with a Jew about purifying. 
And they came unto John, and said to him, Rabbi, he 26 
that was with thee beyond Jordan, to whom thou hast 
borne witness, behold, the same baptizeth, and all men 
come to him. John answered and said, A man can 27 
receive nothing, except it have been given him from 
heaven. Ye yourselves bear me witness, that I said, I 28 
am not the Christ, but, that Iam sent before him. He 29 
that hath the bride is the bridegroom: but the friend of 
the bridegroom, which standeth and heareth him, re- 
joiceth greatly because of the bridegroom’s voice: this 
my joy therefore is fulfilled. He must increase, but I 30 
must decrease. 

He that cometh from above is above all: he that is 31

of the earth is of the earth, and of the earth he speaketh: 

32 he that cometh from heaven is above all. What he hath 
seen and heard, of that he beareth witness ; and no man 

33 receiveth his witness. He that hath received his witness 

34 hath set his seal to this, that God is true. For he whom 
God hath sent speaketh the words of God: for he giveth 

35 not the Spirit by measure. The Father loveth the Son, 

36 and hath given all things into his hand. He that be- Mt. 28. 18. 
lieveth on the Son hath eternal life; but he that obeyeth Hab. 2. 4. 
not the Son shall not see life, but the wrath of God 
abideth on him. 


24, The Woman of Samaria. True worship. Messiah. 
8. John iv. 1—26. 
I WHEN therefore the Lord knew how that the Phari- 
sees had heard that Jesus was making and baptizing 
2more disciples than John (although Jesus himself bap- 
3 tized not, but his disciples), he left Judzea, and departed 
4 again into Galilee. And he must needs pass through 
5 Samaria. So he cometh to a city of Samaria, called 
Sychar, near to the parcel of ground that Jacob gave to Gen. 48.22. 
6his son Joseph: and Jacob’s well was there. Jesus Jos. 24. 32. 
therefore, being wearied with his journey, sat thus by 
7 the well. It was about the sixth hour. There cometh 
a woman of Samaria to draw water: Jesus saith unto 
8 her, Give me to drink. For his disciples were gone 
9 away into the city to buy food. The Samaritan woman 
therefore saith unto him, How is it that thou, being a 
Jew, askest drink of me, which am a Samaritan woman ?P 2Ki.17.24. 
ro (For Jews have no dealings with Samaritans.) Jesus 
answered and said unto her, If thou knewest the gift of 
God, and who it is that saith to thee, Give me to drink ; 
thou wouldest have asked of him, and he would have Rev.22.17. 
11 given thee living water. The woman saith unto him, 
Sir, thou hast nothing to draw with, and the well is deep: 
12 from whence then hast thou that living water? Art thou 
greater than our father Jacob, which gave us the well, 
and drank thereof himself, and his sons, and his cattle? 
13 Jesus answered and said unto her, Every one that 
14 drinketh of this water shall thirst again: but whoso- 
ever drinketh of the water that I shall give him shall 
never thirst; but the water that I shall give him shall Jn. 7. 37. 
become in him a well of water springing up unto eternal

life. The woman saith unto him, Sir, give me this water, 15 
that I thirst not, neither come all the way hither to draw. 
Jesus saith unto her, Go, call thy husband, and come 16 
hither. The woman answered and said unto him, I have 17 
no husband. Jesus saith unto her, Thou saidst well, I 
have no husband: for thou hast had five husbands ; and 18 
he whom thou now hast is not thy husband: this hast 
thou said truly. The woman saith unto him, Sir, I per- 19 
ceive that thou art a prophet. Our fathers worshipped 20 
in this mountain; and ye say, that in Jerusalem is the 
place where men ought to worship. Jesus saith unto 21 
her, Woman, believe me, the hour cometh, when neither 

in this mountain, nor in Jerusalem, shall ye worship the 
Father. Ye worship that which ye know not: we wor- 22 
ship that which we know: for salvation is from the Jews. 
But the hour cometh, and now is, when the true wor- 23 
shippers shall worship the Father in spirit and truth: 
for such doth the Father seek to be his worshippers. 
God is a Spirit: and they that worship him must worship 24 
in spirit and truth. The woman saith unto him, I know 25 
that Messiah cometh (which is called Christ): when he 

is come, he will declare unto us all things. Jesus saith 26 
unto her, I that speak unto thee am he. 


25. The Samaritans. 
8S. John iv. 27—42. 


AND upon this came his disciples; and they mar- 27 
velled that he was speaking with a woman; yet no man 
said, What seekest thou? or, Why speakest thou with 
her? So the woman left her waterpot, and went away 28 
into the city, and saith to the men, Come, see a man, 29 
which told me all things that ever I did: can this be the 
Christ? They went out of the city, and were coming to 30 
him. In the mean while the disciples prayed him, say- 31 
ing, Rabbi, eat. But he said unto them, I have meat to 32 
eat that ye know not. The disciples therefore said one 33 
to another, Hath any man brought him aught to eat? 
Jesus saith unto them, My meat is to do the will of him 34 
that sent me, and to accomplish his work. Say not ye, 35 
There are yet four months, and then cometh the harvest ? 
behold, I say unto you, Lift up your eyes, and look on 
the fields, that they are white already unto harvest. He 36 
that reapeth receiveth wages, and gathereth fruit unto

life eternal; that he that soweth and he that reapeth 
37 may rejoice together. For herein is the saying true, 
38 One soweth, and another reapeth. I sent you to reap 


that whereon ye have not laboured: others have laboured, Jos. 24. 13. 


and ye are entered into their labour. 
39 And from that city many of the Samaritans believed 
on him because of the word of the woman, who testified, 
40 He told me all things that ever I did. So when the 
Samanitans came unto him, they besought him to abide 
41 with them: and he abode there two days. And many 
42 more believed because of his word; and they said to 
the woman, Now we believe, not because of thy speak- 
ing: for we have heard for ourselves, and know that this 
is indeed the Saviour of the world. 


26. Nobleman’s son healed. 
8. John iv. 43—54. 


43. AND after the two days he went forth from thence 
44 into Galilee. For Jesus himself testified, that a prophet 


tJoh.4.14. 


45 hath no honour in his own country. So when he came Mt. 13. 57. 


into Galilee, the Galileans received him, having seen all 
the things that he did in Jerusalem at the feast : for they 
also went unto the feast. 
46 He came therefore again unto Cana of Galilee, where 
he made the water wine. And there was a certain noble- 
47 man, whose son was sick at Capernaum. When he 
heard that Jesus was come out of Judzea into Galilee, 
he went unto him, and besought him that he would 
come down, and heal his son; for he was at the point 
48 of death. Jesus therefore said unto him, Except ye see 
49 signs and wonders, ye will in no wise believe. The

nobleman saith unto him, Sir, come down ere my child Mk. 5. 23. 


sodie. Jesus saith unto him, Go thy way: thy son liveth. 
The man believed the word that Jesus spake unto him, 

51 and he went his way. And as he was now going down, 

52 his servants met him, saying, that his son lived. So he 
inquired of them the hour when he began to amend. 
They said therefore unto him, Yesterday at the seventh 

53 hour the fever left him. So the father knew that it was 
at that hour in which Jesus said unto him, Thy son liveth: 

54 and himself believed, and his whole house. This is again 
the second sign that Jesus did, having come out of Judza 
into Galilee.

8S. John v. 1—18. 


AFTER these things there was a feast of the Jews; 1 
and Jesus went up to Jerusalem. 


‘ Now there is in Jerusalem by the sheep gate a pool, 2 


which is called in Hebrew Bethesda, having five porches. 
In these lay a multitude of them that were sick, blind, 3 
halt, withered. And a certain man was there, which had 5 
been thirty and eight years in his infirmity. When Jesus 6 
saw him lying, and knew that he had been now a long 
time in that case, he saith unto him, Wouldest thou be 
made whole? The sick man answered him, Sir, I have 7 
no man, when the water is troubled, to put me into the 
pool: but while I am coming, another steppeth down 
before me. Jesus saith unto him, Arise, take up thy 8 
bed, and walk. And straightway the man was made 9 
whole, and took up his bed and walked. 

Now it was the sabbath on that day. So the Jews 10 
said unto him that was cured, It is the sabbath, and it is 
not lawful for thee to take up thy bed. But he answered 11 
them, He that made me whole, the same said unto me, 
Take up thy bed, and walk. They asked him, Who is 12 
the man that said unto thee, Take up thy bed, and walk? 
But he that was healed wist not who it was: for Jesus 13 
had conveyed himself away, a multitude being in the 
place. Afterward Jesus findeth him in the temple, and 14 
said unto him, Behold, thou art made whole: sin no 
. more, lest a worse thing befall thee. The man went 15 

away, and told the Jews that it was Jesus which had 
made him whole. And for this cause did the Jews 16 
persecute Jesus, because he did these things on the 
sabbath. But Jesus answered them, My Father worketh 17 
even until now, and I work. For this cause therefore 18 
the Jews sought the more to kill him, because he not only 
brake the sabbath, but also called God his own Father, 
. making himself equal with God.

The sabbath was made for man, and not man for the 
sabbath: so that the Son of man is lord even of the 


sabbath. S. Mark ii. 27, 28. 
Is it lawful on the sabbath day to do good, or to do 
harm? to save a life, or to kill? S$. Mark iti. 4. 


What man shall there be of you, that shall have one 
sheep, and if this fall into a pit on the sabbath day, will he 
not lay hold on it, and lift it out? How much then ts a 
man of more value than a sheep! Wherefore it is lawful 
to do good on the sabbath day. 8. Matthew xii. 11, 12. 


On the sabbath ye circumcise a man. Lf a man recetve 
circumcision on the sabbath, that the law of Moses may not 
be broken; are ye wrath with me, because [ made a man 
every whit whole on the sabbath? Judge not according to 
appearance, but judge righteous judgement.  §, John vii. 22. 


Ye hypocrites, doth not each of you on a sabbath loose 
his ox or his ass from the stall, and lead him away to 
watering ? and ought not this woman, being a daughter of 
Abraham, whom Satan hath bound, lo these eighteen years, 
to have been loosed from this bond on the day of the 
sabbath ? 8. Luke xiii. 15, 16.

8. John v. 19—47. 


Jesus therefore answered and said unto them, 19 

Verily, verily, I say unto you, The Son can do nothing 
of himself, but what he seeth the Father doing: for what 
things soever he doeth, these the Son also doeth in like 
manner. For the Father loveth the Son, and sheweth 20 
him all things that himself doeth: and greater works than 
these will he shew him, that ye may marvel. For as the 21 
Father raiseth the dead and quickeneth them, even so 
the Son also quickeneth whom he will. For neither doth 22 
the Father judge any man, but he hath given all judge- 
ment unto the Son; that all may honour the Son, even 23 
as they honour the Father. He that honoureth not the 
Son honoureth not the Father which sent him. Verily, 24 
verily, I say unto you, He that heareth my word, and 
believeth him that sent me, hath eternal life, and cometh 
not into judgement, but hath passed out of death into life. 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, The hour cometh, and now 25 
is, when the dead shall hear the voice of the Son of 
God ; and they that hear shall live. For as the Father 26 
hath life in himself, even so gave he to the Son also to 
have life in himself: and he gave him authority to execute 27 
judgement, because he is the Son of man. Marvel not 28 
at this: for the hour cometh, in which all that are in the 
tombs shall hear his voice, and shall come forth; they that 29 
have done good, unto the resurrection of life; and they 
that have done ill, unto the resurrection of judgement. 

I can of myself do nothing: as I hear, I judge: and 30 
my judgement is righteous ; because I seek not mine own 
will, but the will of him that sent me. If I bear witness 31 
of myself, my witness is not true. It is another that 32 
beareth witness of me; and I know that the witness 
which he witnesseth of me is true. Ye have sent unto 33 
John, and he hath borne witness unto the truth. But the 34 
witness which I receive is not from man: howbeit I say 
these things, that ye may be saved. He was the lamp 35 
that burneth and shineth: and ye were willing to rejoice

36 for a season in his light. But the witness which I have 
is greater than that of John: for the works which the 1 Jn. 5. 9. 
Father hath given me to accomplish, the very works that Jn. to. 25.

And the Father which sent me, he hath borne witness of Mt. 3. 17. 
me. Ye have neither heard his voice at any time, nor Deu. 4.12. 
38 seen his form. And ye have not his word abiding in 1Tim.6.16. 
39 you: for whom he sent, him ye believe not. Ye search 
the scriptures, because ye think that in them ye have Is. 34. 16. 
eternal life; and these are they which bear witness of Lk. 24. 27. 
4o me; and ye will not come to me, that ye may have life. Jn. 3. 19. 
41, 42 I receive not glory from men. But I know you, that ye 
43 have not the love of God in yourselves. I am come in 
my Father’s name, and ye receive me not: if another 
44 shall come in his own name, him ye will receive. How Mt. 24. 24. 
can ye believe, which receive glory one of another, and Mt. 23. 6. 
the glory that cometh from the only God ye seek not? 
45 Think not that I will accuse you to the Father: there is 
one that accuseth you, even Moses, on whom ye have set 
46 your hope. For if ye believed Moses, ye would believe 
47 me; for he wrote of me. But if ye believe not his Deu.18.15. 
writings, how shall ye believe my words?

AnD Jesus returned in the power of the Spirit into 14 
Galilee: and a fame went out concerning him through 
all the region round about. And he taught in their 15 
synagogues, being glorified of all. 

And he came to Nazareth, where he had been brought 16 
up: and he entered, as his custom was, into the syna- 
gogue on the sabbath day, and stood up to read. And 17 
there was delivered unto him the book of the prophet 
Isaiah. And he opened the book, and found the place 
where it was written, 

The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, 18 

Because he anointed me to preach good tidings to 

the poor: 

He hath sent me to proclaim release to the captives,

And he closed the book, and gave it back to the attend- 20 
ant, and sat down: and the eyes of all in the synagogue 
were fastened on him. And he began to say unto them, 21 
To-day hath this scripture been fulfilled in your ears. 
And all bare him witness, and wondered at the words 22 
of grace which proceeded out of his mouth: and they 
said, Is not this Joseph’s son? And he said unto them, 23 
Doubtless ye will say unto me this parable, Physician, 
heal thyself: whatsoever we have heard done at Caper- 
naum, do also here in thine own country. And he said, 24 
Verily I say unto you, No prophet is acceptable in his 
own country. But of a truth I say unto you, There were 25 
many widows in Israel in the days of Elijah, when the 
heaven was shut up three years and six months, when 
there came a great famine over all the land; and unto 26. 
none of them was Elijah sent, but only to Zarephath, in 
the land of Sidon, unto a woman that was a widow. 
And there were many lepers in Israel in the time of 27 
Elisha the prophet; and none of them was cleansed, 
but only Naaman the Syrian. And they were all filled 28

Anp when he entered again into Capernaum after 1 
some days, it was noised that he was in the house. And 2 
many were gathered together, so that there was no longer 
room for them, no, not even about the door: and he 
spake the word unto them. And they come, bringing 3 
unto him a man sick of the palsy, borne of four. And4 
when they could not come nigh unto him for the crowd, 
they uncovered the roof where he was: and when they 
had broken it up, they let down the bed whereon the 
sick of the palsy lay. And Jesus seeing their faith saith 5 
unto the sick of the palsy, Son, thy sins are forgiven. 
But there were certain of the scribes sitting there, and 6 
reasoning in their hearts, Why doth this man thus speak? 7 
he blasphemeth: who can forgive sins but one, even 
God? And straightway Jesus, perceiving in his spirit 8 
that they so reasoned within themselves, saith unto them, 
Why reason ye these things in your hearts? Whether is 9 
easier, to say to the sick of the palsy, Thy sins are for- 
given; or to say, Arise, and take up thy bed, and walk? 
But that ye may know that the Son of man hath power to 
on earth to forgive sins (he saith to the sick of the 
palsy), I say unto thee, Arise, take up thy bed, and go 11 
unto thy house. And he arose, and straightway took 12 
up the bed, and went forth before them all; insomuch 
that they were all amazed, and glorified God, saying, 
We never saw it on this fashion.

And it came to pass on one of those days, that he 17 
was teaching; and there were Pharisees and doctors of 
the law sitting by, which were come out of every village 
of Galilee and Judzea and Jerusalem: and the power of 
the Lord was with him to heal.

Anp he went forth again by the sea side; and all 13 
the multitude resorted unto him, and he taught them. 
And as he passed by, he saw Levi the son of Alphzeus 14 
sitting at the place of toll, and he saith unto him, Follow 
me. And he arose and followed him. And it came to 15 
pass, that he was sitting at meat in his house, and 
many publicans and sinners sat down with Jesus and 
his disciples: for there were many, and they followed 
him. And the scribes of the Pharisees, when they saw 16 
that he was eating with the sinners and publicans, said 
unto his disciples, He eateth and drinketh with publicans 
and sinners. And when Jesus heard it, he saith unto 17 
them, They that are whole have no need of a physician, 
but they that are sick: I came not to call the righteous, 
but sinners. 

And John’s disciples and the Pharisees were fasting: 18 
and they come and say unto him, Why do John’s 
disciples and the disciples of the Pharisees fast, but thy 
disciples fast not? And Jesus said unto them, Can the 19 
sons of the bride-chamber fast, while the bridegroom is 
with them? as long as they have the bridegroom with 
them, they cannot fast. But the days will come, when 20 
the bridegroom shall be taken away from them, and then 
will they fast in that day. No man seweth a piece of 21 
undressed cloth on an old garment: else that which 
should fill it up taketh from it, the new from the old, 
and a worse rent is made. And no man putteth new 22 
wine into old wine-skins: else the wine will burst 
the skins, and the wine perisheth, and the skins: but 
they put new wine into fresh wine-skins.

And after these things he went forth, and beheld a 27 
publican, named Levi, sitting at. the place of toll, and 
said unto him, Follow me. And he forsook all, and rose 28 
up and followed him. And Levi made him a great feast 29 
in his house: and there was a great multitude of pub- 
licans and of others that were sitting at meat with them.

For whosoever hath, to him shall be given, 12 
and he shall have abundance: but whosoever hath not, 
from him shall be taken away even that which he hath.

AND he said unto them, Is the lamp brought to be 21 
put under the bushel, or under the bed, and not to be 
put on the stand? For there is nothing hid, save that it 22

- to hear, let him hear. And he said unto them, Take 24

THEN he left the multitudes, and went into the house: 36 
and his disciples came unto him, saying, Explain unto us 
the parable of the tares of the field.

The harvest truly is plenteous, but the labourers are few. Jn. 4. 35. 
38 Pray ye therefore the Lord of the harvest, that he send 
1 forth labourers into his harvest. And he called unto him Mk. 4. 29. 
his twelve disciples, and gave them authority over un- 
clean spirits, to cast them out, and to heal all manner 
of disease and all manner of sickness. 
2 Now the names of the twelve apostles arethese: The 42 
first, Simon, who is called Peter, and Andrew his brother; Actsr.13... 
3 James the son of Zebedee, and John his brother ; Philip, Jn. 1. 42. 
and Bartholomew ; Thomas, and Matthew the publican ; 
4 James the son of Alphzeus, and Thaddeus; Simon the 
Cananzean, and Judas Iscariot, who also betrayed him. Acts 22. 3. 
5 These twelve Jesus sent forth, and charged them, saying, Jos. 15. 25. 
Go not into any way of the Gentiles, and enter not 
6 into any city of the Samaritans: but go rather to the lost Mt. rs. 24. 
7sheep of the house of Israel. And as ye go, preach, Acts13.46. 
8 saying, The kingdom of heaven is at hand. Heal the 
sick, raise the dead, cleanse the lepers, cast out devils: 

9 freely ye received, freely give. Get you no gold, nor Acts 8.18.. 
10 silver, nor brass in your purses; no wallet for your Lk- 10. 4- 
journey, neither two coats, nor shoes, nor staff: for the 83 
11 labourer is worthy of his food. And into whatsoever city 1 Cor.9.7.. 

or village ye shall enter, search out who in it is worthy ; 1 Ti. 5. 18. 
12 and there abide till ye go forth. And as ye enter into 
13 the house, salute it. And if the house be worthy, let 

your peace come upon it: but ifit be not worthy, let your 
14 peace return to you. And whosoever shall not receive 

you, nor hear your words, as ye go forth out of that house Neh. 5. 13. 
15 or that city, shake off the dust of your feet. Verily I Acts13-51- 
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S. Matthew x. 


say unto you, It shall be more tolerable for the land of 
Sodom and Gomorrah in the day of judgement, than for 
that city. 

Behold, I send. you forth as sheep in the midst of 16 
wolves: be ye therefore wise as serpents, and harm- 
less as doves. But beware of men: for they will deliver 17 
you up to councils, and in their synagogues they will 
scourge you; yea and before governors and kings shall 18 
ye be brought for my sake, for a testimony to them and 
to the Gentiles. But when they deliver you up, be not 19 
anxious how or what ye shall speak: for it shall be given 
you in that hour what ye shall speak. For it is not ye 29 
that speak, but the Spirit of your Father that speaketh in 
you. And brother shall deliver up brother to death, and 21 
the father his child: and children shall rise up against 
parents, and cause them to be put to death. And ye 22 
shall be hated of all men for my name’s sake: but he 
that endureth to the end, the same shall be saved. But 23 
when they persecute you in this city, flee into the next: 
for verily I say unto you, Ye shall not have gone through 
the cities of Israel, till the Son of man be come. 

A disciple is not above his master, nor a servant 24 
above his lord. It is enough for the disciple that he be 25 
as his master, and the servant as his lord. If they have 
called the master of the house Beelzebub, how much 
more shall they call them of his household! Fear them 26 
not therefore: for there is nothing covered, that shall not 
be revealed; and hid, that shall not be known. What I 27 
tell you in the darkness, speak ye in the light: and what 
ye hear in the ear, proclaim upon the housetops. And 28 
be not afraid of them which kill the body, but are not 
able to kill the soul: but rather fear him which is able 
to destroy both soul and body in hell. Are not two 29 
sparrows sold for a farthing? and not one of them shall 
fall on the ground without your Father: but the very 30 
hairs of your head are all numbered. Fear not there- 31 
fore; ye are of more value than many sparrows. Every one 32 
therefore who shall confess me before men, him will I 
also confess before my Father which is in heaven. But 33 
whosoever shall deny me before men, him will I also 
deny before my Father which is in heaven. 
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34 Think not that I came to send peace on the earth: 

35 I came not to send peace, but a sword. For I came to Lk.12.s1... 
set a man at variance against his father, and the daughter Mic. 7. 6. 
against her mother, and the daughter in law against her 

36 mother in law: and a man’s foes shall be they of his own 

37 household. He that loveth father or mother more than Lk.14.26... 
me is not worthy of me; and he that loveth son or 

38 daughter more than me is not worthy of me. And he 
that doth not take his cross and follow after me, is not Lk. 9. 24. 

39 worthy of me. He that findeth his life shall lose it; 71 
and he that loseth his life for my sake shall find it. Cerny as 

40 He that receiveth you receiveth me, and he that Mt. 18. 5. 
receiveth me receiveth him that sent me. He that Jn. 13. 20. 

41 receiveth a prophet in the name of a prophet shall 
receive a prophet’s reward; and he that receiveth a !Ki.17.10.. 
righteous man in the name of a righteous man shall re- ” Habs 

42 ceive a righteous man’s reward. And whosoever shall Mk. 9. 41. 
give to drink unto one of these little ones a cup of cold = 75 
water only, in the name of a disciple, verily I say unto Ge.24.18.. 
you, he shall in no wise lose his reward. 

I And it came to pass, when Jesus had made an end of 
commanding his twelve disciples, he departed thence to 
teach and preach in their cities.

Anp king Herod heard thereof; for his name had 14 
become known: and he said, John the Baptist is risen 
from the dead, and therefore do these powers work in 
him.

But Herod, 16 
when he heard thereof, said, John, whom I beheaded, he 
is risen.

And 6 
this he said to prove him: for he himself knew what he 
would do. Philip answered him, Two hundred penny- 7 
worth of bread is not sufficient for them, that every one 
may take a little. One of his disciples, Andrew, Simon 8 
Peter’s brother, saith unto him, There is a lad here, 9 
which hath five barley loaves, and two fishes: but what 
are these among so many? Jesus said, Make the people 10 
sit down. Now there was much grass in the place. 
So the men sat down, in number about five thousand.

AND straightway he constrained the disciples to enter 22 
into the boat, and to go before him unto the other side, 
till he should send the multitudes away. And after 23 
he had sent the multitudes away, he went up into the 
mountain apart to pray: and when even was come, he 
was there alone. But the boat was now in the midst of 24 
the sea, distressed by the waves; for the wind was con- 
trary. And in the fourth watch of the night he came 25 
unto them, walking upon the sea. And when the disciples 26 
saw him walking on the sea, they were troubled, saying, 

It is an apparition; and they cried out for fear. But 27 
straightway Jesus spake unto them, saying, Be of good 
cheer; itis I; be not afraid.

8. John vi. 22—71. 


Own the morrow, the multitude which stood on the 22 
other side of the sea saw that there was none other boat 
there, save one, and that Jesus entered not with his 
disciples into the boat, but that his disciples went away 
alone (howbeit there came boats from Tiberias nigh unto 23 
the place where they ate the bread after the Lord had 
given thanks): when the multitude therefore saw that 24 
Jesus was not there, neither his disciples, they themselves 
got into the boats, and came to Capernaum, seeking 
Jesus. And when they found him on the other side of 25 
the sea, they said unto him, Rabbi, when camest thou 
hither? Jesus answered them and said, Verily, verily, I 26 
say unto you, Ye seek me, not because ye saw signs, but 
because ye ate of the loaves, and were filled. Work not 27 
for the meat which perisheth, but for the meat which 
abideth unto eternal life, which the Son of man shall 
give unto you: for him the Father, even God, hath 
sealed. They said therefore unto him, What must we 28 
do, that we may work the works of God? Jesus 29 
answered and said unto them, This is the work of God, 
that ye believe on him whom he hath sent. They said 30 
therefore unto him, What then doest thou for a sign, that 
we may see, and believe thee? what workest thou? Our 31 
fathers ate the manna in the wilderness; as it is written, 
He gave them bread out of heaven to eat. Jesus there- 32 
fore said unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, It was 
not Moses that gave you the bread out of heaven; but 
my Father giveth you the true bread out of heaven.

What 62 
then if ye should behold the Son of man ascending where 
he was before? It is the spirit that quickeneth; the 63 
flesh profiteth nothing: the words that I have spoken 
unto you are spirit, and are life.

Simon Peter answered 68 
him, Lord, to whom shall we go? thou hast the words of 
eternal life. And we have believed and know that thou 69 
art the Holy One of God. Jesus answered them, Did 70 
not I choose you the twelve, and one of you is a devil? 
Now he spake of Judas the son of Simon Iscariot, for he 71 
it was that should betray him, being one of the twelve.

AND the Pharisees and Sadducees came, and tempting 1 
him asked him to shew them a sign from heaven. But 2 
he answered and said unto them, When it is evening, ye 
say, It will be fair weather: for the heaven is red. And 3 
in the morning, It will be foul weather to-day: for the 
heaven is red and lowring. Ye know how to discern the 
face of the heaven; but ye cannot discern the signs of 
the times.

Anp after six days Jesus taketh with him Peter, and 2 
James, and John, and bringeth them up into a high 
mountain apart by themselves: and he was transfigured 
before them: and his garments became glistering, ex- 3 
ceeding white; so as no fuller on earth can whiten them. 
And there appeared unto them Elijah with Moses: and 4 
they were talking with Jesus. And Peter answereth and 5 
saith to Jesus, Rabbi, it is good for us to be here: and 
let us make three tabernacles; one for thee, and one 
for Moses, and one for Elijah. For he wist not what to 6 
answer ; for they became sore afraid. And there came 7 
a cloud overshadowing them: and there came a voice 
out of the cloud, This is my beloved Son: hear ye him. 
And suddenly looking round about, they saw no one any 8 
more, save Jesus only with themselves. 

And as they were coming down from the mountain, 9 
he charged them that they should tell no man what 
things they had seen, save when the Son of man should 
have risen again from the dead. And they kept the 1o 
saying, questioning among themselves what the rising 
again from the dead should mean. And they asked 11 
him, saying, The scribes say that Elijah must first come. 
And he said unto them, Elijah indeed cometh first, and 12 
restoreth all things: and how is it written of the Son 
of man, that he should suffer many things and be set at 
nought? But I say unto you, that Elijah is come, and 13 
they have also done unto him whatsoever they listed, 
even as it is written of him.

28 And it came to pass about eight days after these 
sayings, he took with him Peter and John and James, 
2g and went up into the mountain to pray. And as he was 
praying, the fashion of his countenance was altered, and 
30 his raiment became white and dazzling. And behold, 
there talked with him two men, which were Moses and 
31 Elijah; who appeared in glory, and spake of his decease 
32 which he was about to accomplish at Jerusalem. Now 
Peter and they that were with him were heavy with sleep: Mt. 26. 43.

Anp when they came to the disciples, they saw a 14 
great multitude about them, and scribes questioning with 
them. And straightway all the multitude, when they saw 15 
him, were greatly amazed, and running to him saluted 
him. And he asked them, What question ye with them? 16 
And one of the multitude answered him, Master, I 17 
brought unto thee my son, which hath a dumb spirit ; 
and wheresoever it taketh him, it dasheth him down: and 18 
he foameth, and grindeth his teeth, and pineth away: 
and I spake to thy disciples that they should cast it out; 
and they were not able. And he answereth them and 19 
saith, O faithless generation, how long shall I be with 
you? how long shall I bear with you? bring him unto 
me. And they brought him unto him: and when he 20 
Mk. 1. 26. saw him, straightway the spirit tare him grievously; and 
he fell on the ground, and wallowed foaming. And he 21 
asked his father, How long time is it since this hath 
come unto him? And he said, From a child. And oft- 22 
times it hath cast him both into the fire and into the 
waters, to destroy him: but if thou canst do anything, 
have compassion on us, and help us. And Jesus said 23

one dead; insomuch that the more part said, He is 
dead. But Jesus took him by the hand, and raised him 27 
up; and he arose. [T. 0.

37 And it came pass, on the next day, when they were 
come down from the mountain, a great multitude met 
38 him. And behold, a man from the multitude cried, 
saying, Master, I beseech thee to look upon my son; for 
39 he is mine only child: and behold, a spirit taketh him, 
and he suddenly crieth out; and it teareth him that he 
foameth, and it hardly departeth from him, bruising him 
4o sorely.

S. Mark ix. 33—50. 
AND they came to Capernaum: and when he was in 33 
the house he asked them, What were ye reasoning in 
the way? But they held their peace: for they had dis- 34 


. puted one with another in the way, who was the greatest. 


And he sat down, and called the twelve; and he saith 35 


- unto them, If any man would be first, he shall be last 


of all, and minister of all. And he took a little child, and 36 
set him in the midst of them: and taking him in his arms, 


.. he said unto them, Whosoever shall receive one of such 37 


little children in my name, receiveth me: and whosoever 


- receiveth me, receiveth not me, but him that sent me. 


John said unto him, Master, we saw one casting out 38 
devils in thy name: and we forbade him, because he 
followed not us. But Jesus said, Forbid him not: for 39 
there is no man which shall do a mighty work in my 
name, and be able quickly to speak evil of me. For 40 
he that is not against us is for us. For whosoever shall 41 
give you a cup of water to drink, because ye are Christ’s, 
verily I say unto you, he shall in no wise lose his reward. 
And whosoever shall cause one of these little ones that 42 
believe on me to stumble, it were better for him if a 
great millstone were hanged about his neck, and he were 
cast into the sea. And if thy hand cause thee to 43 
stumble, cut it off: it is good for thee to enter into life 
maimed, rather than having thy two hands to go into 
hell, into the unquenchable fire. And if thy foot cause 45 
thee to stumble, cut it off: it is good for thee to enter 
into life halt, rather than having thy two feet to be cast 
into hell. And if thine eye cause thee to stumble, cast 47 
it out: it is good for thee to enter into the kingdom of 
God with one eye, rather than having two eyes to be cast 
into hell; where their worm dieth not, and the fire is not 48 
quenched. For every one shall be salted with fire. 49 
Salt is good: but if the salt have lost its saltness, 50 
wherewith will ye season it? Have salt in yourselves, 
and be at peace one with another. 

8. Matthew xviii. 1—14. 

In that hour came the disciples unto Jesus, saying, 1 
Who then is greatest in the kingdom of heaven? And he 2 
called to him a little child, and set him in the midst of 3 
them, and said, Verily I say unto you, Except ye tum, 
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and become as little children, ye shall in no wise enter Mt. ro. 14. 
4 into the kingdom of heaven. Whosoever therefore shall 118 
humble himself as this little child, the same is the greatest PS: 13" + 
5 in the kingdom of heaven. And whoso shall receive one neon 
6 such little child in my name receiveth me: but whoso 
shall cause one of these little ones which believe on me 
to stumble, it is profitable for him that a great millstone 
should be hanged about his neck, and that he should be 
7 sunk in the depth of the sea. Woe unto the world be- 
cause of occasions of stumbling! for it must needs be 
that the occasions come; but woe to that man through 1Co.11.19. 
8 whom the occasion cometh! And if thy hand or thy 
foot causeth thee to stumble, cut it off, and cast it from 
thee: it is good for thee to enter into life maimed or 
halt, rather than having two hands or two feet to be cast 
9 into the eternal fire. And if thine eye causeth thee to 
stumble, pluck it out, and cast it from thee: it is good 
for thee to enter into life with one eye, rather than 
1o having two eyes to be cast into the hell of fire. See 
that ye despise not one of these little ones; for I say 
unto you, that in heaven their angels do always behold Ps. 91. 11. 
12 the face of my Father which is in heaven. How think Heb-+.13. 
ye? if any man have a hundred sheep, and one of them Lk.r. 3... 
be gone astray, doth he not leave the ninety and nine, 109 
and go unto the mountains, and seek that which goeth Ezek.34.6. 
13 astray? And if so be that he find it, verily I say unto PS ae 
you, he rejoiceth over it more than over the ninety and ad 
14 nine which have not gone astray. Even so it is not the 2 Pet. 3.9. 
will of your Father which is in heaven, that one of these 1 Tim. 2.4. 
little ones should perish. 
S$. Luke ix. 46—50. 
46 And there arose a reasoning among them, which of 
47 them should be greatest. But when Jesus saw the 
reasoning of their heart, he took a little child, and set 
48 him by his side, and said unto them, Whosoever shall 
receive this little child in my name receiveth me: and 
whosoever shall receive me receiveth him that sent me: 
for he that is least among you all, the same is great. 
49 And John answered and said, Master, we saw one 
casting out devils in thy name; and we forbade him, 
50 because he followeth not with us. But Jesus said unto 
him, Forbid him not: for he that is not against you is 
for you.

Anp if thy brother sin against thee, go, shew him his 15 
fault between thee and him alone: if he hear thee, thou 
hast gained thy brother. But if he hear thee not, take 16 
with thee one or two more, that at the mouth of two 
witnesses or three every word may be established. And 17 
if he refuse to hear them, tell it unto the church: and if 
he refuse to hear the church also, let him be unto thee 
as the Gentile and the publican. Verily I say unto you, 18 
What things soever ye shall bind on earth shall be bound 
in heaven: and what things soever ye shall loose on earth 
shall be loosed in heaven. Again I say unto you, that if 19 
two of you shall agree on earth as touching anything that 
they shall ask, it shall be done for them of my Father 
which is in heaven. For where two or three are gathered 20 
together in my name, there am I in the midst of them. 

Then came Peter, and said to him, Lord, how oft 21 
shall my brother sin against me, and I forgive him? 
until seven times? Jesus saith unto him, I say not unto 22 
thee, Until seven times; but, Until seventy times seven. 
Therefore is the kingdom of heaven likened unto a 23 
certain king, which would make a reckoning with his 
servants. And when he had begun to reckon, one was 24 
brought unto him, which owed him ten thousand talents. 
But forasmuch as he had not wherewith to pay, his lord 25 
commanded him to be sold, and his wife, and children, 
and all that he had, and payment to be made. The 26 
servant therefore fell down and worshipped him, saying, 
Lord, have patience with me, and I will pay thee all. 
And the lord of that servant, being moved with com- 27 
passion, released him, and forgave him the debt. But 28 
that servant went out, and found one of his fellow- 
servants, which owed him a hundred pence: and he 
laid hold on him, and took him by the throat, saying, 
Pay what thou owest. So his fellow-servant fell down 29 
and besought him, saying, Have patience with me, and 
I will pay thee. And he would not: but went and cast 30 
him into prison, till he should pay that which was due.

31 So when his fellow-servants saw what was done, they 
were exceeding sorry, and came and told unto their lord 

32 all that was done. Then his lord called him unto him,

not thou also have had mercy on thy fellow-servant, even Eph. 4. 32- 

34.as I had mercy on thee? And his lord was wroth, and Col. 3. 13-

35 that was due. So shall also my heavenly Father do unto Jas. 2. 13. 
you, if ye forgive not every one his brother from your Mk. 11.25.

77. The feast of tabernacles. 
8. John vii. 1—52. 
I AND after these things Jesus walked in Galilee: for 
he would not walk in Judzea, because the Jews sought Jn. s. 16. 
2to kill him. Now the feast of the Jews, the feast of 
3 tabernacles, was at hand. His brethren therefore said Le. 23. 34.- 
unto him, Depart hence, and go into Judea, that thy 
disciples also may behold thy works which thou doest. 
4 For no man doeth anything in secret, and himself 
seeketh to be known openly. If thou doest these things, 
5 manifest thyself to the world. For even his brethren did 
6 not believe on him. Jesus therefore saith unto them, 
My time is not yet come; but your time is alway ready. Jn. 8. 20. 
7 The world cannot hate you; but me it hateth, because I Jn. 15. 19. 
8 testify of it, that its works are evil. Go ye up unto the 
feast: I go not up yet unto this feast; because my time 
gis not yet fulfilled. And having said these things unto 
them, he abode still in Galilee. 
10 But when his brethren were gone up unto the feast, 
then went he also up, not publicly, but as it were in 
11 secret. The Jews therefore sought him at the feast, and Jn. rr. 56. 
12 said, Where is he? And there was much murmuring 124 
among the multitudes concerning him: some said, He 
is a good man: others said, Not so, but he leadeth the 
13 multitude astray. Howbeit no man spake openly of him 
for fear of the Jews. Jn. 9. 22. 
14 But when it was now the midst of the feast Jesus 
15 went up into the temple, and taught. The Jews there- 
fore marvelled, saying, How knoweth this man letters, 
16 having never learned? Jesus therefore answered them, Acts 4. 13. 
and said, My teaching is not mine, but his that sent me. Jn. 8. 28. 
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If any man willeth to do his will, he shall know of the 17 
teaching, whether it be of God, or whether I speak from 
myself. He that speaketh from himself seeketh his own 18 
glory: but he that seeketh the glory of him that sent 
him, the same is true, and no unrighteousness is in him. 
Did not Moses give you the law, and yet none of you 19 
doeth the Jaw? Why seek ye to kill me? The multi- 20 
tude answered, Thou hast a devil: who seeketh to kill 


. thee? Jesus answered and said unto them, I did one 21 


work, and ye all marvel. For this cause hath Moses 22 


. given you circumcision (not that it is of Moses, but of 
. the fathers); and on the sabbath ye circumcise a man. 


If a man receiveth circumcision on the sabbath, that the 23 
law of Moses may not be broken; are ye wroth with me, 
because I made a man every whit whole on the sabbath? 


.. Judge not according to appearance, but judge righteous 24 
- judgement. 


Some therefore of them of Jerusalem said, Is not 25 
this he whom they seek to kill? And lo, he speaketh 26 
openly, and they say nothing unto him. Can it be that 
the rulers indeed know that this is the Christ? How- 27 
beit we know this man whence he is: but when the 
Christ cometh, no one knoweth whence he is. Jesus 28 
therefore cried in the temple, teaching and saying, Ye 
both know me, and know whence I am; and I am not 
come of myself, but he that sent me is true, whom ye 
know not. I know him; because I am from him, and 29 
he sent me. They sought therefore to take him: and 30 
no man laid his hand on him, because his hour was not 
yet come. But of the multitude many believed on him; 31 
and they said, When the Christ shall come, will he do 
more signs than those which this man hath done? The 32 
Pharisees heard the multitude murmuring these things 
concerning him; and the chief priests and the Pharisees 
sent officers to take him. Jesus therefore said, Yet a 33 
little while am I with you, and I go unto him that sent 
me. Ye shall seek me, and shall not find me: and 34 
where I am, ye cannot come. The Jews therefore said 35 
among themselves, Whither will this man go that we 
shall not find him? will he go unto the Dispersion 
among the Greeks, and teach the Greeks? What is this 36 
word that he said, Ye shall seek me, and shall not find 
me: and where I am, ye cannot come? 
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37 Now on the last day, the great day of the feast, Jesus Lev.23.36. 
stood and cried, saying, If any man thirst, let him come 

38 unto me, and drink. He that believeth on me, as the Jg, 49, 33 
scripture hath said, out of his belly shall flow rivers of — 58. rr. 

39 living water. But this spake he of the Spirit, which they Zech. 14.8. 
that believed on him were to receive: for the Spirit was Is. 44. 3. 

40 not yet given; because Jesus was not yet glorified. Some Joel 2. 28. 
of the multitude therefore, when they heard these words, 

41 said, This is of a truth the prophet. Others said, This is 
the Christ. But some said, What, doth the Christ come 

42 out of Galilee? Hath not the scripture said that the Ps. 89, 3. 
Christ cometh of the seed of David, and from Bethlehem, Is. rr. 1. 

43 the village where David was? So there arose a division Mic. 5. 2. 

44in the multitude because of him. And some of them 
would have taken him; but no man laid hands on him. 

45 The officers therefore came to the chief priests and 
Pharisees ; and they said unto them, Why did ye not 

46 bring him? The officers answered, Never man so spake. 

47 The Pharisees therefore answered them, Are ye also led 

48 astray? Hath any of the rulers believed on him, or of 

49 the Pharisees? But this multitude which knoweth not 

50 the law are accursed. Nicodemus saith unto them (he Jn. 3. 1.

79. Jesus the Son of God, himself God. 


S. John viii. 12—59. 


AacaIn therefore Jesus spake unto them, saying, I am 12 
the light of the world: he that followeth me shall not 
walk in the darkness, but shall have the light of life. 
The Pharisees therefore said unto him, Thou bearest 13 
witness of thyself; thy witness is not true. Jesus an- 14 
swered and said unto them, Even if I bear witness of 
myself, my witness is true; for I know whence I came, 
and whither I go; but ye know not whence I come, or 
whither I go. Ye judge after the flesh ; I judge no man. 15 
Yea and if I judge, my judgement is true; for I am not 16 
alone, but I and the Father that sent me. Yea and in 17 
your law it is written, that the witness of two men is 
true. I am he that beareth witness of myself, and the 18 
Father that sent me beareth witness of me. They said 19 
therefore unto him, Where is thy Father? Jesus an- 
swered, Ye know neither me, nor my Father: if ye knew 
me, ye would know my Father also. These words spake 20 
he in the treasury, as he taught in the temple: and no 
man took him; because his hour was not yet come. 

He said therefore again unto them, I go away, and 21 
ye shall seek me, and shall die in your sin: whither I go, 
ye cannot come. The Jews therefore said, Will he kill 22 
himself, that he saith, Whither I go, ye cannot come? 
And he said unto them, Ye are from beneath; I am from 23 
above: ye are of this world; I am not of this world. 
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24 I said therefore unto you, that ye shall die in your sins: 
for except ye believe that I am he, ye shall die in your Mk.16. 16. 
25sins. They said therefore unto him, Who art thou? Heb. z. 3. 
Jesus said unto them, Even that which I have also spoken 
26 unto you from the beginning. I have many things to 
speak and to judge concerning you: howbeit he that 
sent me is true; and the things which I heard from hin, 
27 these speak I unto the world. They perceived not that Jn. r. 18. 
28 he spake to them of the Father. Jesus therefore said, 
When ye have lifted up the Son of man, then shall ye Jn. 3. 14. 
know that I am he, and that I do nothing of myself, but Jn. 5. 30. 
29 as the Father taught me, I speak these things. And he 
that sent me is with me; he hath not left me alone; Jn. 14. 11. 
for I do always the things that are pleasing to him. Jn. 4. 34; 
30 As he spake these things, many believed on him. — 6. 38. 
31 Jesus therefore said to those Jews which had believed 
him, If ye abide in my word, then are ye truly my Jn. 15. 10. 
32 disciples; and ye shall know the truth, and the truth 
33 shall make you free. They answered unto him, We be Jas. 1. 25. 
Abraham’s seed, and have never yet been in bondage to 
any man: how sayest thou, Ye shall be made free? 
34 Jesus answered them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, Ro.6.16... 
Every one that committeth sin is the bondservant of sin. Gal. 4.3... 
35 And the bondservant abideth not in the house for ever ; ?P*?-19- 
36 the son abideth for ever. If therefore the Son shall make Rom. 8. 2. 
37 you free, ye shall be free indeed. I know that ye are Gal. 5.1. 
Abraham’s seed ; yet ye seek to kill me, because my word Jn. 5. 18. 
38 hath not free course in you. I speak the things which I 
have seen with my Father: and ye also do the things which Jn. 14. 10. 
39 ye heard from your father. They answered and said 
unto him, Our father is Abraham. Jesus saith unto Mt. 3. 9. 
them, If ye were Abraham’s children, ye would do the Gal. 3. 7; 
40 works of Abraham. But now ye seek to kill me, a man 29- 
that hath told you the truth, which I heard from God: 
41 this did not Abraham. Ye do the works of your father. 
They said unto him, We were not born of fornication ; 
42 we have one Father, even God. Jesus said unto them, 
If God were your Father, ye would love me: for I came 1 Jn. 5. 1. 
forth and am come from God; for neither have I come 
43 of myself, but he sent me. Why do ye not understand 
my speech? Even because ye cannot hear my word. Jn. 7- 17- 
44 Ye are of your father the devil, and the lusts of your r Jn. 3. 8. 
father it is your will to do. He was a murderer from the 
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beginning, and stood not in the truth, because there is 
no truth in him. When he speaketh a lie, he speaketh 
of his own: for he is a liar, and the father thereof. But 45 
because I say the truth, ye believe me not. Which of 46 
you convicteth me of sin? If I say truth, why do ye 
not believe me? He that is of God heareth the words 47 
of God: for this cause ye hear them not, because ye are 
not of God. The Jews answered and said unto him, 48 
Say we not well that thou art a Samaritan, and hast a 
devil? Jesus answered, I have not a devil; but I honour 49 
my Father, and ye dishonour me. But I seek not mine 50 
own glory: there is one that seeketh and judgeth. 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, If a man keep my word, 51 
he shall never see death. The Jews said unto him, Now 52 
we know that thou hast a devil. Abraham is dead, and 
the prophets ; and thou sayest, If a man keep my word, 
he shall never taste of death. Art thou greater than our 53 
father Abraham, which is dead? and the prophets are 
dead: whom makest thou thyself? Jesus answered, If 54 
I glorify myself, my glory is nothing: it is my Father 
that glorifieth me; of whom ye say, that he is your God; 
and ye have not known him: but I know him; and if I 55 
should say, I know him not, I shall be like unto you, a 
liar: but I know him, and keep his word. Your father 56 
Abraham rejoiced to see my day; and he saw it, and was 
glad. The Jews therefore said unto him, Thou art not 57 
yet fifty years old, and hast thou seen Abraham? Jesus 58 
said unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, Before 
Abraham was, lam. They took up stones therefore to 59 
cast at him: but Jesus hid himself, and went out of the 
temple. 


80. Zhe man blind from his birth. 


S. John ix. 1—41. 


Anp as he passed by, he saw a man blind from his 1 
birth. And his disciples asked him, saying, Rabbi, who 2 
did sin, this man, or his parents, that he should be born 
blind? Jesus answered, Neither did this man sin, nor 3 
his parents: but that the works of God should be made 
manifest in him. We must work the works of him that 4 
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sent me, while it is day: the night cometh, when no man Jn, 12. 35. 

5 can work. When I am in the world, I am the light of Jn. 1. 9. 

6 the world. When he had thus spoken, he spat on the Mk. 7. 33; 
ground, and made clay of the spittle, and anointed his — 8. 23. 

7 eyes with the clay, and said unto him, Go, wash in the 67. 70 
pool of Siloam (which is by interpretation, Sent). He Is. 8. 6. 
went away therefore, and washed, and came seeing. Neh. 3.15. 

8 The neighbours therefore, and they which saw him afore- 
time, that he was a beggar, said, Is not this he that sat 

gand begged? Others said, It is he: others said, No, 

10 but he is like him. He said,I am he. They said there- 

11 fore unto him, How then were thine eyes opened? He 
answered, The man that is called Jesus made clay, and 
anointed mine eyes, and said unto me, Go to Siloam, 
and wash: so I went away and washed, and I received 

12 sight. And they said unto him, Where is he? He saith, 

I know not. 

13 ‘They bring to the Pharisees him that aforetime was 

14 blind. Now it was the sabbath on the day when Jesus Jn. 5. to. 

15 made the clay, and opened his eyes. Again therefore 97 
the Pharisees also asked him how he received his sight. 

And he said unto them, He put clay upon mine eyes, 

16and I washed, and do see. Some therefore of the 
Pharisees said, This man is not from God, because he 
keepeth not the sabbath. But others said, How can a 

17 man that is a sinner do such signs? And there was a Jn. 3. 2. 
division among them. They say therefore unto the blind Jn. 7. 33. 
man again, What sayest thou of him, in that he opened 

18 thine eyes? And he said, He is a prophet. The Jews Jn. 4. 19; 
therefore did not believe concerning him, that he had — 6. 14. 
been blind, and had received his sight, until they called 

19 the parents of him that had received his sight, and asked 
them, saying, Is this your son, who ye say was born 

20 blind? how then doth he now see? His parents an- 
swered and said, We know that this is our son, and that 

21 he was born blind: but how he now seeth, we know not; 
or who opened his eyes, we know not: ask him; he is 

22 of age; he shall speak for himself. These things said 
his parents, because they feared the Jews: for the Jews 
had agreed already, that if any man should confess him 
to be Christ, he should be put out of the synagogue. Jn. 12. 42; 

23, 24 Therefore said his parents, He is of age; ask him. So — '6.%. 
they called a second time the man that was blind, and 
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said unto him, Give glory to God: we know that this 
man isasinner. He therefore answered, Whether he be 25 
a sinner, I know not: one thing I know, that, whereas I 
was blind, now I see. They said therefore unto him, 26 
What did he to thee? how opened he thine eyes? He 27 
answered them, I told you even now, and ye did not 
hear: wherefore would ye hear it again? would ye also 
become his disciples? And they reviled him, and said, 28 
Thou art his disciple; but we are disciples of Moses. 
We know that God hath spoken unto Moses: but as for 29 
this man, we know not whence he is. The man an- 30 
swered and said unto them, Why, herein is the marvel, 
that ye know not whence he is, and yet he opened mine 
eyes. We know that God heareth not sinners: but if 31 
any man be a worshipper of God, and do his will, him 
he heareth. Since the world began it was never heard 32 
that any one opened the eyes of a man born blind. If 33 
this man were not from God, he could do nothing. 
They answered and said unto him, Thou wast altogether 34 
born in sins, and dost thou teach us? And they cast 
him out. 

Jesus heard that they had cast him out; and finding 35 
him, he said, Dost thou believe on the Son of God? 
He answered and said, And who is he, Lord, that I may 36 
believe on him? Jesus said unto him, Thou hast both 37 
seen him, and he it is that speaketh with thee. And he 38 
said, Lord, I believe. And he worshipped him. And 39 
Jesus said, For judgement came I into this world, that 
they which see not may see; and that they which see 
may become blind. Those of the Pharisees which were 40 
with him heard these things, and said unto him, Are we 
also blind? Jesus said unto them, If ye were blind, ye 41 
would have no sin: but now ye say, We see: your sin 
remaineth. 


81. Jesus the good shepherd. 


S. John x. 1—21. 


VERILY, verily, I say unto you, He that entereth not 1 
by the door into the fold of the sheep, but climbeth up 
some other way, the same is a thief and a robber. But 2

88, Martha and Mary. The good part. 
S. Luke x. 38—42. 

Now as they went on their way, he entered into a 38 
certain village: and a certain woman named Martha 
received him into her house.

works that I do in my Father’s name, these bear witness Jn. s. 36.

My sheep hear my voice, and I know them, and 
28 they follow me: and I give unto them eternal life; and 
they shall never perish, and no one shall snatch them out Jn.

I and the Father are 
31 one. The Jews took up stones again to stone him. Jn. 8. 59. 
32 Jesus answered them, Many good works have I shewed 
you from the Father; for which of those works do ye 
33 stone me? The Jews answered him, For a good work 
we stone thee not, but for blasphemy; and because that Jn. 5. 18. 
34 thou, being a man, makest thyself God. Jesus answered 
them, Is it not written in your law, I said, Ye are gods? Ps. 82. 6. 
35 If he called them gods, unto whom the word of God 
36 came (and the scripture cannot be broken), say ye of Mt. 5. 18. 
him, whom the Father sanctified and sent into the world, 
Thou blasphemest; because I said, I am the Son of 
37 God? If I do not the works of my Father, believe me Jn. 15. 24. 
38 not. But if I do them, though ye believe not me, 
believe the works: that ye may know and understand 
39 that the Father is in me, and I in the Father. They 
sought again to take him: and he went forth out of their Jn. 7. 30; 
hand. — 8. 59. 
40 And he went away again beyond Jordan into the Mk. ro. 1. 
place where John was at the first baptizing; and there 
41 he abode. And many came unto him; and they said, 
John indeed did no sign: but all things whatsoever John 
42 spake of this man were true. And many believed on him

And he said unto them, Which of you shall have a 5 
friend, and shall go unto him at midnight, and say to 
him, Friend, lend me three loaves; for a friend of mine 6 
is come to me from a journey, and I have nothing to set 
before him; and he from within shall answer and say, 7 
Trouble me not: the door is now shut, and my children 
are with me in bed; I cannot rise and give thee? I say 8 
unto you, Though he will not rise and give him, because 


.he is-his friend, yet because of his importunity he will 


arise and give him as many as he needeth. And I sayo 
unto you, Ask, and it shall be given you; seek, and ye 


shall find; knock, and it shall be opened unto you. 


For every one that asketh receiveth ; and he that seeketh 10 


‘ findeth ; and to him that knocketh it shall be opened. 


And of which of you that is a father shall his son ask 31 
a loaf, and he give him a stone? or a fish, and he for 

a fish give him a serpent? Or if he shall ask an egg, 12 
will he give him a scorpion? If ye then, being evil, 13 
know how to give good gifts unto your children, how 
much more shall your heavenly Father give the Holy 
Spirit to them that ask him ?

5 And when ye pray, ye shall not be as the hypocrites : 
Jor they love to stand and pray in the synagogues and in 
the corners of the streets, that they may be seen of men. 
Verily I say unto you, They have received their reward, 

6 But thou, when thou prayest, enter into thine inner 
chamber, and having shut thy door, pray to thy Father 
which ts in secret, and thy Father which seeth in secret 

7 shall recompense thee. And in praying use not vain 
repetitions, as the Gentiles do: for they think that they 

8 shall be heard for their much speaking. Be not therefore 
like unto them: for your Father knoweth what things 

9 ye have need of, before ye ask him. After this manner 
therefore pray ye: Our Father which art in heaven, 

10 Hallowed be thy name. Thy kingdom come. Thy will 

11 be done, as in heaven, so on earth. Give us this day our 

12 daily bread. And forgive us our debts, as we also have 

13 forgiven our debtors. And bring us not into temptation, 

14 but deliver us from the evil one. For if ye forgive men 
their trespasses, your heavenly Father will also forgive you. 

15 But of ye forgive not men their trespasses, netther will your 
Father forgive your trespasses.

7 Ask, and it shall be given you, seek, and ye shall find ; 

8 knock, and tt shall be opened unto you: for every one that

THEN was brought unto him one possessed with a 22 
devil, blind and dumb: and he healed him, insomuch 
that the dumb man spake and saw. And all the mul- 23 
titudes were amazed, and said, Is this the son of David? 
But when the Pharisees heard it, they said, This man 24 
doth not cast out devils, but by Beelzebub the prince 
of the devils. And knowing their thoughts he said 25 
unto them, Every kingdom divided against itself is 
brought to desolation; and every city or house divided 
against itself shall not stand: and if Satan casteth out 26 
Satan, he is divided against himself; how then shall his 
kingdom stand? And if I by Beelzebub cast out devils, 27 
by whom do your sons cast them out? therefore shall 
they be your judges. But if I by the Spirit of God cast 28 
out devils, then is the kingdom of God come upon you. 
Or how can one enter into the house of the strong man, 29 
and spoil his goods, except he first bind the strong man? 
and then he will spoil his house. He that is not with 30 
me is against me; and he that gathereth not with me 
scattereth. Therefore I say unto you, Every sin and 31 
blasphemy shall be forgiven unto men; but the blas- 
phemy against the Spirit shall not be forgiven. And 32 
whosoever shall speak a word against the Son of man, 
it shall be forgiven him; but whosoever shall speak 
against the Holy Spirit, it shall not be forgiven him, 
neither in this world, nor in that which is to come. 
Either make the tree good, and its fruit good; or make 33 
the tree corrupt, and its fruit corrupt: for the tree is 
known by its fruit. Ye offspring of vipers, how can ye, 34 
being evil, speak good things? for out of the abundance 
of the heart the mouth speaketh. The good man out 35 
of his good treasure bringeth forth good things: and the 
evil man out of his evil treasure bringeth forth evil 
things. And I say unto you, that every idle word that 36 
men shall speak, they shall give account thereof in the 
day of judgement. For by thy words thou shalt be 37 
justified, and by thy words thou shalt be condemned. 
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8. Mark iti, 20—30. 
zo And he cometh into a house. And the multitude 
cometh together again, so that they could not so much 
21 as eat bread. And when his friends heard it, they went 
out to lay hold on him: for they said, He is beside him- 
22 self. And the scribes which came down from Jerusalem 
said, He hath Beelzebub, and, By the prince of the 
23 devils casteth he out the devils. And he called them 
unto him, and said unto them in parables, How can 
24 Satan cast out Satan? And if a kingdom be divided 
25 against itself, that kingdom cannot stand. And if a 
house be divided against itself, that house will not be 
26 able to stand. And if Satan hath risen up against 
himself, and is divided, he cannot stand, but hath an 
27 end. But no one can enter into the house of the strong 
man, and spoil his goods, except he first bind the strong 
28 man; and then he will spoil his house. Verily I say 
unto you, All their sins shall be forgiven unto the sons 
of men, and their blasphemies wherewith soever they shall 
29 blaspheme: but whosoever shall blaspheme against the 
Holy Spirit hath never forgiveness, but he is guilty of an 
30 eternal sin: because they said, He hath an unclean spirit. 


$. Luke xi. 14—23. 
14 And he was casting out a devil which was dumb. 
And it came to pass, when the devil was gone out, the 
15 dumb man spake; and the multitudes marvelled. But 
some of them said, By Beelzebub the prince of the 
16 devils casteth he out devils. And others, tempting him, 
17 sought of him a sign from heaven. But he, knowing 
their thoughts, said unto them, Every kingdom divided 
against itself is brought to desolation; and a house 
18 divided against a house falleth. And if Satan also is 
divided against himself, how shall his kingdom stand? 
19 because ye say that I cast out devils by Beelzebub. And 
if I by Beelzebub cast out devils, by whom do your sons 
20 cast them out? therefore shall they be your judges. But 
if I by the finger of God cast out devils, then is the 
21 kingdom of God come upon you. When the strong man 
fully armed guardeth his own court, his goods are in 
22 peace: but when a stronger than he shall come upon 
him, and overcome him, he taketh from him his whole 
23 armour wherein he trusted, and divideth his spoils. He 
that is not with me is against me; and he that gathereth 
not with me scattereth.

But the unclean spirit, when he is gone out of the 43 
Job 1.7. man, passeth through waterless places, seeking rest, and 
t Pet. 5.8. findeth it not. Then he saith, I will return to my house 44 
whence I came out; and when he is come, he findeth it 
empty, swept, and garnished. Then goeth he and taketh 45 
Mk. 16. 9. with himself seven other spirits more evil than himself, 
and they enter in and dwell there: and the last state of 
2Pet.2.20. that man becometh worse than the first. Even so shall 
it be also unto this evil generation.

No man, when he hath lighted a lamp, putteth it in 33 
a cellar, neither under the bushel, but on the stand, that 
they which enter in may see the light. The lamp of thy 34 
body is thine eye: when thine eye is single, thy whole 
body also is full of light; but when it is evil, thy body 
also is full of darkness. Look therefore whether the 35 
light that is in thee be not darkness. If therefore thy 36 
whole body be full of light, having no part dark, it shall 
be wholly full of light, as when the lamp with its bright 
shining doth give thee light. 


96, Zhe Pharisees and lawyers. 


8. Luke xi. 37—54, 


Now as he spake, a Pharisee asketh him to dine with 37 
him : and he went in, and sat down to meat. And when 38 
the Pharisee saw it, he marvelled that he had not first 
washed before dinner. And the Lord said unto him, 39 
Now do ye Pharisees cleanse the outside of the cup and 
of the platter; but your inward part is full of extortion 
and wickedness. Ye foolish ones, did not he that made 40 
the outside make the inside also? Howbeit give for alms 41 
those things which are within; and behold, all things are 
clean unto you. 

But woe unto you Pharisees! for ye tithe mint and 42 
rue and every herb, and pass over judgement and the 
love of God: but these ought ye to have done, and not 
to leave the other undone. Woe unto you Pharisees ! 43 
for ye love the chief seats in the synagogues, and the 
salutations in the marketplaces. Woe unto you! for ye 44 
are as the tombs which appear not, and the men that 
walk over them know it not. 

And one of the lawyers answering saith unto him, 45 
Master, in saying this thou reproachest us also. And he 46 
said, Woe unto you lawyers also! for ye lade men with 
burdens grievous to be borne, and ye yourselves touch 
not the burdens with one of your fingers. Woe unto 47 
you! for ye build the tombs of the prophets, and your 
fathers killed them. So ye are witnesses and consent 48 
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unto the works of your fathers: for they killed them, and 

49 ye build their tombs. Therefore also said the wisdom of 
God, I will send unto them prophets and apostles; and Mt. 23. 34. 

so some of them they shall kill and persecute; that the 
blood of all the prophets, which was shed from the 
foundation of the world, may be required of this genera- 

51 tion; from the blood of Abel unto the blood of Zachariah, Gen. 4. 8. 
who perished between the altar and the sanctuary: yea, 2Ch.24.22. 
I say unto you, it shall be required of this generation. 

52 Woe unto you lawyers! for ye took away the key of 
knowledge: ye entered not in yourselves, and them that Mt. 23. 13. 
were entering in ye hindered. 

53 And when he was come out from thence, the scribes 
and the Pharisees began to press upon him vehemently, 

54 and to provoke him to speak of many things; laying 
wait for him, to catch something out of his mouth. 


97. Whom to fear. Of confessing Christ. 


8. Luke xii. 1—12. 


I In the mean time, when the many thousands of the 
multitude were gathered together, insomuch that they 
trode one upon another, he began to say unto his 
disciples first of all, Beware ye of the leaven of the Mt. 16. 6. 
2 Pharisees, which is hypocrisy. But there is nothing Mk. 4. 22. 
covered up, that shall not be revealed: and hid, that Mt.z0.26.. 
3 shall not be known. Wherefore whatsoever ye have said 51. 59 
in the darkness shall be heard in the light; and what ye 
have spoken in the ear in the inner chambers shall be 
4 proclaimed upon the housetops. And I say unto you 
my friends, Be not afraid of them which kill the body, Is. sr. 12.. 
sand after that have no more that they can do. But I Jas. 4. 12. 
will warn you whom ye shall fear: Fear him, which after 
he hath killed hath power to cast into hell; yea, I say 
6 unto you, Fear him. Are not five sparrows sold for two 
farthings? and not one of them is forgotten in the sight 
7 of God. But the very hairs of your head are all numbered. 
Fear not: ye are of more value than many sparrows. 
8 And I say unto you, Every one who shall confess me 
before men, him shall the Son of man also confess before 
gthe angels of God: but he that denieth me in the 2Tim.2.12. 
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presence of men shall be denied in the presence of the 
angels of God. And every one who shall speak a word 10 
against the Son of man, it shall be forgiven him: but 
unto him that blasphemeth against the Holy Spirit it 
shall not be forgiven. And when they bring you before 11 
the synagogues, and the rulers, and the authorities, be 
not anxious how or what ye shall answer, or what ye shall 
say: for the Holy Spirit shall teach you in that very hour 12 
what ye ought to say. 


98, Of covetousness. The rich fool. Of anxiety. 


8. Luke xii. 13—34. 


AND one out of the multitude said unto him, Master, 13 
bid my brother divide the inheritance with me. But he 14 
said unto him, Man, who made me a judge or a divider 
over you? And he said unto them, Take heed, and 15 
keep yourselves from all covetousness: for a man’s life 
consisteth not in the abundance of the things which he 
possesseth. And he spake a parable unto them, saying, 16 
The ground of a certain rich man brought forth plenti- 
fully: and he reasoned within himself, saying, What shall 17 
I do, because I have not where to bestow my fruits? 
And he said, This will I do: I will pull down my barns, 18 
and build greater; and there will I bestow all my corn 
and my goods. And I will say to my soul, Soul, thou 19 
hast much goods laid up for many years; take thine 
ease, eat, drink, be merry. But God said unto him, 20 
Thou foolish one, this night is thy soul required of thee ; 
and the things which thou hast prepared, whose shall 
they be? So is he that layeth up treasure for himself, 21 
and is not rich toward God. 

And he said unto his disciples, Therefore I say unto 22 
you, Be not anxious for your life, what ye shall eat; nor 
yet for your body, what ye shall put on. For the life is 23 
more than the food, and the body than the raiment. 
Consider the ravens, that they sow not, neither reap ; 24 
which have no store-chamber nor barn; and God feedeth 
them: of how much more value are ye than the birds! 
And which of you by being anxious can add a cubit unto 25 
his stature? If then ye are not able to do even that which 26 
is least, why are ye anxious concerning the rest? Con- 27

sider the lilies, how they grow: they toil not, neither do 
they spin; yet I say unto you, Even Solomon in all his 
28 glory was not arrayed like one of these. But if God 
doth so clothe the grass in the field, which to-day is, and Ps, ro4.

29he clothe you, O ye of little faith? And seek not ye 
what ye shall eat, and what ye shall drink, neither be ye Ps.

37 way open unto him. Blessed are those servants, whom Mt. 24. 46. 
the lord when he cometh shall find watching: verily I 187 
say unto you, that he shall gird himself, and make them 

38 sit down to meat, and shall come and serve them. And Rev. 3. 20. 
if he shall come in the second watch, and if in the third, 

39 and find them so, blessed are those servants. But know 
this, that if the master of the house had known in what Mt. 24. 43. 
hour the thief was coming, he would have watched, and ! Th. 5. 2. 

4o not have left his house to be broken through. Be ye es at 
also ready: for in an hour that ye think not the Son of ~~ ae 
man cometh. 

41 And Peter said, Lord, speakest thou this parable 

42 unto us, or even unto all? And the Lord said, Who Mt. 24.44. 
then is the faithful and wise steward, whom his lord ! Cor. 4-2. 
shall set over his household, to give them their portion of 

43 food in due season? Blessed is that servant, whom his 
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lord when he cometh shall find so doing. Of a truth I 44 
say unto you, that he will set him over all that he hath. 
But if that servant shall say in his heart, My lord 45 
delayeth his coming ; and shall begin to beat the men- 
servants and the maidservants, and to eat and drink, and 
to be drunken; the lord of that servant shall come in a 46 
day when he expecteth not, and in an hour when he 
knoweth not, and shall cut him asunder, and appoint his 
portion with the unfaithful. And that servant, which 47 
knew his lord’s will, and made not ready, nor did ac- 
cording to his will, shall be beaten with many stripes ; 
but he that knew not, and did things worthy of stripes, 48 
shali be beaten with few stripes. And to whomsoever 
much is given, of him shall much be required: and to 
whom they commit much, of him will they ask the more. 

I came to cast fire upon the earth; and what will I, 49 
if it is already kindled? But I have a baptism to be 50 
baptized with; and how am I straitened till it be ac- 
complished! Think ye that I am come to give peace in 51 
the earth? I tell you, Nay; but rather division: for 52 
there shall be from henceforth five in one house divided, 
three against two, and two against three. They shall be 53 
divided, father against son, and son against father ; 
mother against daughter, and daughter against her 
mother ; mother in law against her daughter in law, and 
daughter in law against her mother in law. 

And he said to the multitudes also, When ye see a 54 
cloud rising in the west, straightway ye say, There cometh 
a shower ; and so it cometh to pass. And when ye see 55 
a south wind blowing, ye say, There will be a scorching 
heat ; and it cometh to pass. Ye hypocrites, ye know 56 
how to interpret the face of the earth and the heaven; 
but how is it that ye know not how to interpret this 
time? And why even of yourselves judge ye not what 57 
is right? For as thou art going with thine adversary 58 
before the magistrate, on the way give diligence to be 
quit of him; lest haply he hale thee unto the judge, and 
the judge shall deliver thee to the officer, and the officer 
shall cast thee into prison. I say unto thee, Thou shalt 59 
by no means come out thence, till thou have paid the 
very last mite. 

The fig-tree in the 
vineyard. 


S. Luke xiii. 1—9. 


I Now there were some present at that very season 
which told him of the Galilzans, whose blood Pilate had 
2 mingled with their sacrifices. And he answered and 
said unto them, Think ye that these Galileans were 
sinners above all the Galilzans, because they have suf- 
3 fered these things? I tell you, Nay: but, except ye 
4repent, ye shall all in like manner perish. Or those 
eighteen, upon whom the tower in Siloam fell, and killed 
them, think ye that they were offenders above all the 
5 men that dwell in Jerusalem? I tell you, Nay: but, 
except ye repent, ye shall all likewise perish. 
6 And he spake this parable; A certain man had a fig 
tree planted in his vineyard ; and he came seeking fruit Mt. ar. 19.

8 it also cumber the ground? And he answering saith 
unto him, Lord, let it alone this year also, till I shall 
9 dig about it, and dung it: and if it bear fruit thence- 
forth, well; but if not, thou shalt cut it down. 


101. Zhe infirm woman healed on the sabbath. 


S. Luke xiii. 10—17. 


10 Anp he was teaching in one of the synagogues on 27. 40 
11 the sabbath day. And behold, a woman which had a 77.105 
spirit of infirmity eighteen years; and she was bowed 
12 together, and could in no wise lift herself up. And 
when Jesus saw her, he called her, and said to her, 
13 Woman, thou art loosed from thine infirmity. And he 
laid his hands upon her: and immediately she was made Mk. ro. 16. 
14 straight, and glorified God. And the ruler of the syna- 
gogue, being moved with indignation because Jesus had 
healed on the sabbath, answered and said to the multi- 
tude, There are six days in which men ought to work: Ex. 20. 9. 
in them therefore come and be healed, and not on the 
15 day of the sabbath. But the Lord answered him, and 
said, Ye hypocrites, doth not each one of you on the Lk. ry. 5. 
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sabbath loose his ox or his ass from the stall, and lead 
him away to watering? And ought not this woman, 16 
being a daughter of Abraham, whom Satan had bound, 
lo, these eighteen years, to have been loosed from this 
bond on the day of the sabbath? And as he said these 17 
things, all his adversaries were put to shame: and all the 
multitude rejoiced for all the glorious things that were 
done by him. 


102. Parable of the mustard-seed, and of the leaven. 


S. Luke xiii. 18—21. 


HE said therefore, Unto what is the kingdom of God 18 
like? and whereunto shall I liken it? It is like unto a 19 
grain of mustard seed, which a man took, and cast into 
his own garden; and it grew, and became a tree; and 
the birds of the heaven lodged in the branches thereof. 
And again he said, Whereunto shall I liken the kingdom 20 
of God? It is like unto leaven, which a woman took and 21 
hid in three measures of meal, till it was all leavened.

7 Anp he spake a parable unto those which were bid- 
den, when he marked how they chose out the chief seats; 
8 saying unto them, When thou art bidden of any man to 
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a marriage feast, sit not down in the chief seat; lest 


haply a more honourable man than thou be bidden of 


him, and he that bade thee and him shall come and say 
to thee, Give this man place ; and then thou shalt begin 
with shame to take the lowest place. But when thou 
art bidden, go and sit down in the lowest place; that 
when he that hath bidden thee cometh, he may say to 
thee, Friend, go up higher: then shalt thou have glory 
in the presence of all that sit at meat with thee. For 
every one that exalteth himself shall be humbled; and 
he that humbleth himself shall be exalted.

AND when one of them that sat at meat with him 
heard these things, he said unto him, Blessed is he that 
shall eat bread in the kingdom of God. But he said 
unto him, A certain man made a great supper; and he 
bade many: and he sent forth his servant at supper time 
to say to them that were bidden, Come; for all things 
are now ready. And they all with one consent began to 
make excuse.

me, and hateth not his own father, and mother, and 59 
wife, and children, and brethren, and sisters, yea, and Deu. 33. 9. 
27 his own life also, he cannot be my disciple. Whosoever Rev. 12.11- 
doth not bear his own cross, and come after me, cannot Mt. 16. 24. 
28 be my disciple. For which of you, desiring to build a 71 
tower, doth not first sit down and count the cost, whether 
29 he have wherewith to complete it? Lest haply, when he 
hath laid a foundation, and is not able to finish, all that 
30 behold begin to mock him, saying, This man began to 
31 build, and was not able to finish. Or what king, as he 
goeth to encounter another king in war, will not sit down 
first and take counsel whether he is able with ten thou- 
sand to meet him that cometh against him with twenty 
32 thousand? Or else, while the other is yet a great way 
off, he sendeth an ambassage, and asketh conditions of 
33 peace. So therefore whosoever he be of you that re- 
nounceth not all that he hath, he cannot be my disciple.

I Now all the publicans and sinners were drawing near

3,4 And he spake unto them this parable, saying, What 
man of you, having a hundred sheep, and having lost one Mt. 18. 12.

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it? And when he hath found it, he layeth it on his 5 
shoulders, rejoicing.

And not many days after 13 
the younger son gathered all together, and took his 
journey into a far country; and there he wasted his 
substance with riotous living. And when he had spent 14

began to be in want. And he went and joined himself 15 
to one of the citizens of that country; and he sent him 
into his fields to feed swine.

But 22 
the father said to his servants, Bring forth quickly the 
best robe, and put it on him; and put a ring on his 
hand, and shoes on his feet: and bring the fatted calf, 23 
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and kill it, and let us eat, and make merry: for this my 


son was dead, and is alive again; he was lost, and is Eph. 2.1. 
25found. And they began to be merry. Now his elder Rev. 3.1. 


son was in the field: and as he came and drew nigh to 
26 the house, he heard music and dancing. And he called 
to him one of the servants, and inquired what these 
27 things might be. And he said unto him, Thy brother is 
come ; and thy father hath killed the fatted calf, because 
28 he hath received him safe and sound. But he was angry, 
and would not go in: and his father came out, and 
29 intreated him. But he answered and said to his father, 
Lo, these many years do I serve thee, and I never 
transgressed a commandment of thine: and yet thou 
never gavest me a kid, that I might make merry with my 
30 friends: but when this thy son came, which hath devoured 
thy living with harlots, thou killedst for him the fatted 
31 calf.

8. Luke xvi. 1—18. 

I Awnp he said also unto the disciples, There was a 
certain rich man, which had a steward; and the same 
was accused unto him that he was wasting his goods. 

2 And he called him, and said unto him, What is this that 
I hear of thee? render the account of thy stewardship ; 

3 for thou canst be no longer steward. And the steward 
said within himself, What shall I do, seeing that my 
lord taketh away the stewardship from me? I have not 

4strength to dig; to beg I am ashamed. I am resolved 
what to do, that, when I am put out of the stewardship, 

5 they may receive me into their houses. And calling to 
him each one of his lord’s debtors, he said to the first,

commended the unrighteous steward because he had 
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done wisely: for the sons of this world are for their own 
generation wiser than the sons of the light. And I say 9 
unto you, Make to yourselves friends by means of the 
mammon of unrighteousness ; that, when it shall fail, they 


. May receive you into the eternal tabernacles. He that 10 


is faithful in a very little is faithful also in much: and he 


‘ that is unrighteous in a very little is unrighteous also in 
much. If therefore ye have not been faithful in the 11 


unrighteous mammon, who will commit to your trust the 
true riches? And if ye have not been faithful in that 12 
which is another’s, who will give you that which is your 


. own? No servant can serve two masters: for either he 13 


will hate the one, and love the other; or else he will hold 
to one, and despise the other. Ye cannot serve God and 
mammon. 

And the Pharisees, who were lovers of money, heard 14 
all these things ; and they scoffed at him. And he said 15 


.unto them, Ye are they that justify yourselves in the 
. sight of men; but God knoweth your hearts: for that 


which is exalted among men is an abomination in the 


. sight of God. The law and the prophets were until 16 


John: from that time the gospel of the kingdom of God 
is preached, and every man entereth violently into it. 


. But it is easier for heaven and earth to pass away, than 17 


for one tittle of the law to fall. Every one that putteth 18 


. away his wife, and marrieth another, committeth adultery: 


and he that marrieth one that is put away from a husband 


* committeth adultery.

8. Luke xvi. 19—31. 

Now there was a certain rich man, and he was 19 
clothed in purple and fine linen, faring sumptuously 
every day: and a certain beggar named Lazarus was 20 
laid at his gate, full of sores, and desiring to be fed with 21 
the crumbs that fell from the rich man’s table ; yea, even 
the dogs came and licked his sores. And it came to 22 
pass, that the beggar died, and that he was carried away 
by the angels into Abraham’s bosom: and the rich man 
also died, and was buried.

And he said, I pray thee there- 
fore, father, that thou wouldest send him to my father’s

unto them, lest they also come into this place of torment.

30 let them hear them. And he said, Nay, father Abraham: 
but if one go to them from the dead, they will repent. 
31 And he said unto him, If they hear not Moses and the Jn. 5. 47. 
prophets, neither will they be persuaded, if one rise from Jn.11.46..; 
the dead. a Es

S. John xi. 1—54. 


I Now a certain man was sick, Lazarus of Bethany, of 
2 the village of Mary and her sister Martha. And it was 
that Mary which anointed the Lord with ointment, and Jn. 12. 3. 
wiped his feet with her hair, whose brother Lazarus was 125 
3 sick. The sisters therefore sent unto him, saying, Lord, 
4 behold, he whom thou lovest is sick. But when Jesus 
heard it, he said, This sickness is not unto death, but for Jn. 9-3. 
the glory of God, that the Son of God may be glorified Jn. 12. 23; 
5 thereby. Now Jesus loved Martha, and her sister, and — 13. 31. 
6 Lazarus. When therefore he heard that he was sick, he 
abode at that time two days in the place where he was. 
7 Then after this he saith to the disciples, Let us go into 
8 Judza again. The disciples say unto him, Rabbi, the Jn. ro. 33. 
Jews were but now seeking to stone thee; and goest thou 
g thither again? Jesus answered, Are there not twelve 
hours in the day? If a man walk in the day, he 
stumbleth not, because he seeth the light of this world. 
io But if a man walk in the night, he stumbleth, because Jn. 12. 35. 
11 the light is not in him. These things spake he: and 
after this he saith unto them, Our friend Lazarus is 
fallen asleep ; but I go, that I may awake him out of sleep. 1 Th. 4.13.

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The disciples therefore said unto him, Lord, if he is 12 
fallen asleep, he will recover. Now Jesus had spoken of 13 
his death: but they thought that he spake of taking rest 

in sleep. Then Jesus therefore said unto them plainly, 14 
Lazarus is dead. And I am glad for your sakes that I 15 
was not there, to the intent ye may believe; nevertheless 
let us go unto him. Thomas therefore, who is called 16 
Didymus, said unto his fellow-disciples, Let us also go, 
that we may die with him. 

So when Jesus came, he found that he had been in 17 
the tomb four days already. Now Bethany was nigh 18 
unto Jerusalem, about fifteen furlongs off; and many of 19 
the Jews had come to Martha and Mary, to console them 
concerning their brother. Martha therefore, when she 20 
heard that Jesus was coming, went and met him: but 
Mary still sat in the house. Martha therefore said unto 21 
Jesus, Lord, if thou hadst been here, my brother had not 
died. And even now I know that, whatsoever thou 22 
shalt ask of God, God will give thee. Jesus saith unto 23 
her, Thy brother shall rise again. Martha saith unto 24 
him, I know that he shall rise again in the resurrection 
at the last day. Jesus said unto her, I am the resur- 25 
rection, and the life: he that believeth on me, though he 
die, yet shall he live: and whosoever liveth and believeth 26 
on me shall never die. Believest thou this? She saith 27 
unto him, Yea, Lord: I have believed that thou art the 
Christ, the Son of God, even he that cometh into the 
world. And when she had said this, she went away, and 28 
called Mary her sister secretly, saying, The Master is 
here, and calleth thee. And she, when she heard it, 29 
arose quickly, and went unto him. (Now Jesus was not 30 
yet come into the village, but was still in the place where 
Martha met him.) The Jews then which were with her 31 
in the house, and were comforting her, when they saw 
Mary, that she rose up quickly and went out, followed 
her, supposing that she was going unto the tomb to weep 
there. Mary therefore, when she came where Jesus was, 32 
and saw him, fell down at his feet, saying unto him, 
Lord, if thou hadst been here, my brother had not died. 
When Jesus therefore saw her weeping, and the Jews 33 
also weeping which came with her, he groaned in the 
spirit, and was troubled, and said, Where have ye laid 34 
him? They say unto him, Lord, come and see. Jesus 35 
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36 wept. The Jews therefore said, Behold how he loved Lk. 19. 41. 
37 him! But some of them said, Could not this man, 
which opened the eyes of him that was blind, have Jn. 9. 6. 
38 caused that this man also should not die? Jesus there- 
fore again groaning in himself cometh to the tomb. 
39 Now it was a cave, and a stone lay against it. Jesus Mt. 27.60. 
saith, Take ye away the stone. Martha, the sister of him 
that was dead, saith unto him, Lord, by this time he 
4o stinketh: for he hath been dead four days. Jesus saith 
unto her, Said I not unto thee, that, if thou believedst, 
41 thou shouldest see the glory of God? So they took 
away the stone. And Jesus lifted up his eyes, and said, 
42 Father, I thank thee that thou heardest me. And I 
knew that thou hearest me always: but because of the Jn. 12. 30. 
multitude which standeth around I said it, that they may 
43 believe that thou didst send me. And when he had thus Lk. 7. 14. 
spoken, he cried with a loud voice, Lazarus, come forth. Mt. 9. 26. 
44 He that was dead came forth, bound hand and foot with 45, 57 
grave-clothes; and his face was bound about with a napkin. Jn. 20. 7. 
Jesus saith unto them, Loose him, and let him go. 
45 Many therefore of the Jews, which came to Mary and 
46 beheld that which he did, believed on him. But some 
of them went away to the Pharisees, and told them the 
things which Jesus had done. 
47 The chief priests therefore and the Pharisees gathered 
a council, and said, What do we? for this man doeth 
48 many signs. If we let him thus alone, all men will Acts 4. 16. 
believe on him: and the Romans will come and take 
49 away both our place and our nation. But a certain one 
of them, Caiaphas, being high priest that year, said unto Jn. 18. 14. 
50 them, Ye know nothing at all, nor do ye take account 
that it is expedient for you that one man should die for 
s1 the people, and that the whole nation perish not. Now 
this he said not of himself: but being high priest that 
year, he prophesied that Jesus should die for the nation ; 
sz and not for the nation only, but that he might also Is. 4o. 6. 
gather together into one the children of God that are 1 Jn. 2.2. 
53 scattered abroad. So from that day forth they took Ep. 2. r4.. 
counsel that they might put him to death. 
54 Jesus therefore walked no more openly among the 
Jews, but departed thence into the country near to the 
wilderness, into a city called Ephraim; and there he 
tarried with the disciples.

AND being asked by the Pharisees, when the kingdom 20 
of God cometh, he answered them and said, The king- 
dom of God cometh not with observation: neither shall 21 
they say, Lo, here! or, There! for lo, the kingdom of 
God is within you. 

And he said unto the disciples, The days will come, 22 
when ye shall desire to see one of the days of the Son of 
man, and ye shall not see it. And they shall say to you, 23 
Lo, there! Lo, here! go not away, nor follow after 
them: for as the lightning, when it lighteneth out of the 24 
one part under the heaven, shineth unto the other part 
under heaven; so shall the Son of man be in his day. 
But first must he suffer many things and be rejected of 25 
this generation. And as it came to pass in the days of 26 
Noah, even so shall it be also in the days of the Son of 
man. ‘They ate, they drank, they married, they were 27 
given in marriage, until the day that Noah entered into 
the ark, and the flood came, and destroyed them all. 
Likewise even as it came to pass in the days of Lot: 28 
they ate, they drank, they bought, they sold, they planted, 
they builded; but in the day that Lot went out from 29 
Sodom it rained fire and brimstone from heaven, and 
destroyed them all: after the same manner shall it be in 30 
the day that the Son of man is revealed. In that day, 31 
he which shall be on the housetop, and his goods in the 
house, let him not go down to take them away: and let 
him that is in the field likewise not return back. Re- 32 
member Lot’s wife. Whosoever shall seek to gain his 33 
life shall lose it: but whosoever shall lose his life shall 
preserve it. I say unto you, In that night there shall be 34 
two men on one bed; the one shall be taken, and the 
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35 other shall be left. There shall be two women grinding Mt. 24. 4o. 
together ; the one shall be taken, and the other shall be 

37 left. And they answering say unto him, Where, Lord? 
And he said unto them, Where the body is, thither will Mt. 24. 28.

116. Pray without ceasing. How to pray. 


S. Luke xviii. 1—14. 


1 Awnp he spake a parable unto them to the end that 
2they ought always to pray, and not to faint; saying, 1Th.5.17. 
There was in a city a judge, which feared not God, 
3 and regarded not man: and there was a widow in that 
city ; and she came oft unto him, saying, Avenge me of 
4 mine adversary. And he would not for a while: but 
afterward he said within himself, Though I fear not God, 
5 nor regard man; yet because this widow troubleth me, I Lk. 11. 8.

9 And he spake also this parable unto certain which 
trusted in themselves that they were righteous, and set Is. 65. 5. 
io all others at nought: Two men went up into the temple 
to pray; the one a Pharisee, and the other a publican. 
11 The Pharisee stood and prayed thus with himself, God, 
I thank thee, that I am not as the rest of men, extor- Rev. 3. 17. 
12 tioners, unjust, adulterers, or even as this publican. I 
fast twice in the week; I give tithes of all that I get. 
13 But the publican, standing afar off, would not lift up so 
much as his eyes unto heaven, but smote his breast, Jn. 17. 1. 
14 saying, God, be merciful to me a sinner. I say unto 
you, This man went down to his house justified rather 
than the other: for every one that exalteth himself shall Mt. 23. 12. 
be humbled; but he that humbleth himself shall be 195 
exalted.

S. Matthew xix. 1—12. 


AND it came to pass when Jesus had finished these 1 
words, he departed from Galilee, and came into the 
borders of Judzea beyond Jordan; and great multitudes 2 
followed him ; and he healed them there. 

And there came unto him Pharisees, tempting him, 3 
and saying, Is it lawful for a man to put away his wife 
for every cause? And he answered and said, Have ye 4 
not read, that he which made them from the beginning 
made them male and female, and said, For this cause 5 
shall a man leave his father and mother, and shall 
cleave to his wife ; and the twain shall become one flesh ?

The disciples say unto him, If the case of the 10 
man is so with his wife, it is not expedient to marry. 
But he said unto them, All men cannot receive this 11 
saying, but they to whom it is given. For there are 12 
eunuchs, which were so born from their mother’s womb: 
and there are eunuchs, which were made eunuchs by 
men: and there are eunuchs, which made themselves 
eunuchs for the kingdom of heaven’s sake. He that is 
able to receive it, let him receive it.

And he arose from thence, and cometh into the 
borders of Judzea and beyond Jordan: and multitudes 
come together unto him again; and, as he was wont, he 
taught them again. And there came unto him Pharisees, 2 
and asked him, Is it lawful for a man to put away his 
wife? tempting him.

8. Luke xix. 11—28. 


Anp as they heard these things, he added and spake 11 
a parable, because he was nigh to Jerusalem, and because 
Acts 1.6. they supposed that the kingdom of God was immedi- 
ately to appear. He said therefore, A certain nobleman 12 
went into a far country, to receive for himself a kingdom, 
Mt.25.14.. and to return. And he called ten servants of his, and 13 
1389 gave them ten pounds, and said unto them, Trade ye 
herewith till I come. But his citizens hated him, and 14 
Jn. 1. 11. sent an ambassage after him, saying, We will not that 
this man reign over us. And it came to pass, when he 15 
was come back again, having received the kingdom, that 
he commanded these servants, unto whom he had given 
the money, to be called to him, that he might know what 
they had gained by trading. And the first came before 16 
him, saying, Lord, thy pound hath made ten pounds 
more. And he said unto him, Well done, thou good 17 
Lk.16.10.. servant: because thou wast found faithful in a very little, 
have thou authority over ten cities. And the second 18 
189 came, saying, Thy pound, Lord, hath made five pounds. 
And he said unto him also, Be thou also over five cities. 19 
And another came, saying, Lord, behold, here is thy 20 
pound, which I kept laid up in a napkin: for I feared 21 
thee, because thou art an austere man: thou takest up 
that thou layedst not down, and reapest that thou didst 
Job 15.6. not sow. He saith unto him, Out of thine own mouth 22 
Mt. 12. 37- will I judge thee, thou wicked servant. Thou knewest 
that I am an austere man, taking up that I laid not 
down, and reaping that I did not sow; then wherefore 23 
gavest thou not my money into the bank, and I at my 
coming should have required it with interest? And he 24 
said unto them that stood by, Take away from him the 
pound, and give it unto him that hath the ten pounds. 
And they said unto him, Lord, he hath ten pounds. I 25, 26 
Mt. 13.12. say unto you, that unto every one that hath shall be 
49 given; but from him that hath not, even that which he 
hath shall be taken away from him. Howbeit these 27 
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mine enemies, which would not that I should reign over Mt. 21. 41; 
them, bring hither, and slay them before me. — 22.7. 

28 And when he had thus spoken, he went on before, 129. 130 
going up to Jerusalem. 





124, Zhe passover at hand. Conspiracy of the Jews 
to kill Jesus and Lazarus.

But there were some that had indignation among them- 4 
selves, saying, To what purpose hath this waste of the 
ointment been made? For this ointment might have 5 
been sold for above three hundred pence, and given to 
the poor.

And those servants went out 10 
into the highways, and gathered together all as many as 
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they found, both bad and good: and the wedding was Mt. 13. 47. 
11 filled with guests. But when the king came in to behold

12 garment: and he saith unto him, Friend, how camest Gal. 3. 27. 

thou in hither not having a wedding-garment? And he Rev: 19-8- 
13 was speechless. Then the king said to the servants, 

Bind him hand and foot, and cast him out into the 

outer darkness ; there shall be the weeping and gnashing 
14 of teeth. For many are called, but few chosen.

And certain of the 39 
scribes answering said, Master, thou hast well said. For 40 
they durst not any more ask him any question. ~

And there come unto him Sadducees, which say that 18 
there is no resurrection; and they asked him, saying, 
Master, Moses wrote unto us, If a man’s brother die, 19 
and leave a wife behind him, and leave no child, that 
his brother should take his wife, and raise up seed unto 
his brother. There were seven brethren: and the first 20 
took a wife, and dying left no seed; and the second 21 
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22 took her, and died, leaving no seed behind him; and 
the third likewise: and the seven left no seed. Last of 

23 all the woman also died. In the resurrection whose 
wife shall she be of them? for the seven had her to 

24 wife. Jesus said unto them, Is it not for this cause that 
ye err, that ye know not the scriptures, nor the power of 

25 God? For when they shall rise from the dead, they 
neither marry, nor are given in marriage; but are as 

26 angels in heaven. But as touching the dead, that they 
are raised; have ye not read in the book of Moses, in 
the place concerning the Bush, how God spake unto him, 
saying, I am the God of Abraham, and the God of Isaac, 

27 and the God of Jacob? He is not the God of the dead, 
but of the living: ye do greatly err.

23 On that day there came to him Sadducees, which 
say that there is no resurrection: and they asked him, 
24 saying, Master, Moses said, If a man die, having no 
children, his brother shall marry his wife, and raise up 
25 seed unto his brother.

Again a second time he went away, and prayed, 
saying, O my Father, if this cannot pass away, except I 
43 drink it, thy will be done. And he came again and 
44 found them sleeping, for their eyes were heavy. And he 
left them again, and went away, and prayed a third time, 
45 saying again the same words. Then cometh he to the 
disciples, and saith unto them, Sleep on now, and take 
your rest: behold, the hour is at hand, and the Son of 
46 man is betrayed unto the hands of sinners. Arise, let us 
be going: behold he is at hand that betrayeth me.

7- 
as it were great drops of blood falling down upon the 
45 ground. And when he rose up from his prayer, he 
came unto the disciples, and found them sleeping for 
46 sorrow, and said unto them, Why sleep ye? rise and 
pray, that ye enter not into temptation.

Jesus 4 
therefore, knowing all the things that were coming upon 
him, went forth, and saith unto them, Whom seek ye? 
They answered him, Jesus of Nazareth. Jesus saith 5 
unto them, I am he. And Judas also, which betrayed 
him, was standing with them. When therefore he said 6 
unto them, I am he, they went backward, and fell to 
the ground. Again therefore he asked them, Whom seek 7 
ye? And they said, Jesus of Nazareth. Jesus answered, 8 
I told you that I am he: if therefore ye seek me, let 
these go their way: that the word might be fulfilled 9 
which he spake, Of those whom thou hast given me I 
lost not one. Simon Peter therefore having a sword 10 
drew it, and struck the high priest’s servant, and cut off 
his right ear. Now the servant’s name was Malchus. 
Jesus therefore said unto Peter, Put up the sword into 11 
the sheath: the cup which the Father hath given me, 
shall I not drink it?

And a certain young man followed with him, having 51 
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a linen cloth cast about him, over his naked body: and 
52 they lay hold on him; but he left the linen cloth, and 
fled naked.

49 And straightway he came to Jesus, and said, Hail, 
so Rabbi; and kissed him. And Jesus said unto him, 
Friend, do that for which thou art come. Then they Mt. 22. 12. 

And 
behold, one of them that were with Jesus stretched out 
his hand, and drew his sword, and smote the servant of 
sz2the high priest, and struck off his ear. Then saith 
Jesus unto him, Put up again thy sword into its place: 
for all they that take the sword shall perish with the Rev.13.10. 
53 sword. Or thinkest thou that I cannot beseech my 
Father, and he shall even now send me more than twelve 2 Ki. 6.17. 
54 legions of angels? How then should the scriptures be 
55 fulfilled, that thus it must be? In that hour said Jesus 
to the multitudes, Are ye come out as against a robber 
with swords and staves to seize me? I sat daily in Jn.7. 44... 
56 the temple teaching, and ye took me not. But allthis 77 
is come to pass, that the scriptures of the prophets might 
be fulfilled. Then all the disciples left him, and fled. ‘Jn. 16. 32. 
§. Luke xxii. 47—53. 
47 While he yet spake, behold, a multitude, and he that 
was called Judas, one of the twelve, went before them ; 
48 and he drew near unto Jesus to kiss him. But Jesus 
said unto him, Judas, betrayest thou the Son of man 
49 with a kiss? And when they that were about him saw 
what would follow, they said, Lord, shall we smite with Lk. 22. 35. 
50 the sword? And a certain one of them smote the 
servant of the high priest, and struck off his right ear. 
51 But Jesus answered and said, Suffer ye thus far. And 
52 he touched his ear and healed him. And Jesus said 
unto the chief priests, and captains of the temple, and Acts 5. 24. 
elders, which were come against him, Are ye come out, 
53 as against a robber, with swords and staves? When I 
was daily with you in the temple, ye stretched not forth 
your hands against me: but this is your hour, and the 
power of darkness.

Why askest thou me? ask them 21 
that have heard me, what I spake unto them: behold, 
these know the things which I said. And when he had 22 
said this, one of the officers standing by struck Jesus 
with his hand, saying, Answerest thou the high priest so ? 23 
Jesus answered him, If I have spoken evil, bear witness 
of the evil: but if well, why smitest thou me? Annas 24 
therefore sent him bound unto Caiaphas the high priest.

16 
So the other disciple, which was known unto the high 
priest, went out and spake unto her that kept the door, 
and brought in Peter. The maid therefore that kept the 17 
door saith unto Peter, Art thou also one of this man’s 
disciples? He saith, I am not. Now the servants and 18 
the officers were standing there, having made a fire of 
coals; for it was cold; and they were warming them- 
selves: and Peter also was with them, standing and 
warming himself. 

* * * * 

Now Simon Peter was standing and warming him- 25 
self. They said therefore unto him, Art thou also one 
of his disciples? He denied, and said, Iam not. One 26 
of the servants of the high priest, being a kinsman of 
him whose ear Peter cut off, saith, Did not I see thee in 
the garden with him? Peter therefore denied again: and 27 
straightway the cock crew.

And Peter had followed him afar off, even within, 54 
into the court of the high priest; and he was sitting 
with the officers, and warming himself in the light of 
the fire.

And as Peter was beneath in the court, there cometh 66 
one of the maids of the high priest; and seeing Peter 67 
warming himself, she looked upon him, and saith, Thou 
also wast with the Nazarene, even Jesus. But he denied, 68 
saying, I neither know, nor understand what thou sayest: 
and he went out into the porch; and the cock crew. 
And the maid saw him, and began again to say to them 69 
that stood by, This is one of them. But he again denied 70 
it. And after a little while again they they that stood 
by said to Peter, Of a truth thou art one of them; for 
thou art a Galilean. But he began to curse, and to 71 
swear, I know not this man of whom ye speak. And 72 
straightway the second time the cock crew. And Peter 
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called to mind the word, how that Jesus said unto him, 
Before the cock crow twice, thou shalt deny me thrice. 
And when he thought thereon, he wept.

74 them; for thy speech bewrayeth thee. Then began he 
to curse and to swear, I know not the man. And 

75 straightway the cock crew. And Peter remembered the 
word which Jesus had said, Before the cock crow, thou 
shalt deny me thrice. And he went out, and wept 
bitterly.

And when they had 
kindled a fire in the midst of the court, and had sat 
56 down together, Peter sat in the midst of them. And a 
certain maid seeing him as he sat in the light of the fire, 
and looking stedfastly upon him, said, This man also 
57 was with him.

And there stood up certain, 57 
and bare false witness against him, saying, We heard 58 
him say, I will destroy this temple that is made with 
hands, and in three days I will build another made 
without hands. And not even so did their witness agree 59 
together. And the high priest stood up in the midst, 60

peace, and answered nothing. Again the high priest 
asked him, and saith unto him, Art thou the Christ, the 
Son of the Blessed? And Jesus said, I am: and ye shall 62 
see the Son of man sitting at the right hand of power, and 
coming with the clouds of heaven. And the high priest 63 
rent his clothes, and saith, what further need have we 
of witnesses? Ye have heard the blasphemy: what think 64 
yee And they all condemned him to be worthy of 
death. And some began to spit on him, and to cover 65 
his face, and to buffet him, and to say unto him, Pro- 
phesy: and the officers received him with blows of 
their hands.

Now the chief priests and the whole council sought 59 
false witness against Jesus, that they might put him to 
death; and they found it not, though many false wit- 60 
nesses came. But afterward came two, and said, This 61 
man said, I am able to destroy the temple of God, and

and said unto him, Answerest thou nothing? what is it 
63 which these witness against thee? But Jesus held his 
peace. And the high priest said unto him, I adjure thee 
by the living God, that thou tell us whether thou be the Lev. 5. 1. 
64 Christ, the Son of God. Jesus saith unto him, Thou Heb. 7.16. 
hast said: nevertheless I say unto you, Henceforth ye 
shall see the Son of man sitting at the right hand of 
65 power, and coming on the clouds of heaven. Then the 
high priest rent his garments, saying, He hath spoken 
blasphemy: what further need have we of witnesses? 
66 behold, now ye have heard the blasphemy: what think 
ye? They answered and said, He is worthy of death. 
67 Then did they spit in his face and buffet him: and some 
68 smote him with the palms of their hands, saying, Pro- 
phesy unto us, thou Christ: who is he that struck thee?

66 And as soon as it was day, the assembly of the elders 
of the people was gathered together, both chief priests 
and scribes; and they led him away into their council,

of man be seated at the right hand of the power of God.

THEN Judas, which betrayed him, when he saw that 3 
he was condemned, repented himself, and brought back 
the thirty pieces of silver to the chief priests and elders, 
saying, I have sinned in that I betrayed innocent blood.

And 5 
he cast down the pieces of silver into the sanctuary, and 
2Sa.17.23. departed ; and he went away and hanged himself. And 6 
1Sa. 31-4 the chief priests took the pieces of silver, and said, It 
is not lawful to put them into the treasury, since it is 
Deu.23.18. the price of blood. And they took counsel, and bought 7 
with them the potter’s field, to bury strangers in. Where- 8 
fore that field was called, The field of blood, unto this 
day. Then was fulfilled that. which was spoken by 9 
Zec. 11.12. Jeremiah the prophet, saying, And they took the thirty 
pieces of silver, the price of him that was priced, whom 
certain of the children of Israel did price; and they gave 10 
them for the potter’s field, as the Lord appointed me.

Now this man obtained a field with the reward of his 18 
iniquity ; and falling headlong, he burst asunder in the 
midst, and all his bowels gushed out. And it became 19 
known to all the dwellers in Jerusalem, insomuch that 
in their language that field was called Akeldama, that is, 
The field of blood.

I Now the Philistines fought against Israel: and the 
men of Israel fled from before the Philistines, and fell

3 0f Saul. And the battle went sore against Saul, and the 
archers overtook him; and he was greatly distressed by

lest these uncircumcised come and thrust me through, and 
abuse me. But his armourbearer would not; for he was 
sore afraid. Therefore Saul took his sword, and fell upon 

5 7t. And when his armourbearer saw that Saul was dead, 

6 he likewise fell upon his sword, aud died with him. So 
Saul died, and his three sons, and his armourbearer, and 
all his men, that same day together.

23 And when Ahithophel saw that his counsel was not 
followed, he saddled his ass, and arose, and gat him home, 
unto his city, and set his house in order, and hanged 
himself; and he died, and was buried in the sepulchre of 
his father.

Pilate therefore went out unto 29 
them, and saith, What accusation bring ye against this 
man? They answered and said unto him, If this man 30 
were not an evil-doer, we should not have delivered him 
up unto thee. Pilate therefore said unto them, Take 31 
him yourselves, and judge him according to your law. 
The Jews said unto him, It is not lawful for us to put 
any man to death: that the word of Jesus might be 32 
fulfilled, which he spake, signifying by what manner of 
death he should die. 

Pilate therefore entered again into the palace, and 33 
called Jesus, and said unto him, Art thou the King of the 
Jews? Jesus answered, Sayest thou this of thyself, or did 34 
others tell it thee concerning me? Pilate answered, 35 
Am I a Jew? Thine own nation and the chief priests 
delivered thee unto me: what hast thou done? Jesus 36 
answered, My kingdom is not of this world: if my 
kingdom were of this world, then would my servants 
fight, that I should not be delivered to the Jews: but 
now is my kingdom not from hence. Pilate therefore 37 
said unto him, Art thou a king then? Jesus answered, 
Thou sayest that Iam aking. To this end have I been 
born, and to this end am I come into the world, that I 
should bear witness unto the truth. Every one that is 
of the truth heareth my voice. Pilate saith unto him, 38 
What is truth ?

I Now when morning was come, all the chief priests 
and the elders of the people took counsel against 
2 Jesus to put him to death: and they bound him, and 
led him away, and delivered him up to Pilate the 
governor.

12 Jews? And Jesus said unto him, Thou sayest. And

thou not how many things they witness against thee? 

14 And he gave him no answer, not even to one word: 
insomuch that the governor marvelled greatly.

But when 6 
Pilate heard it, he asked whether the man were a Gali- 
lean. And when he knew that he was of Herod’s7 
jurisdiction, he sent him unto Herod, who himself also 
was at Jerusalem in these days. 

Now when Herod saw Jesus, he was exceeding glad: 8 
for he was of a long time desirous to see him, because 
he had heard concerning him; and he hoped to see 
some miracle done by him. And he questioned him in 9 
many words; but he answered him nothing. And the 10 
chief priests and the scribes stood, vehemently accusing 
him. And Herod with his soldiers set him at nought, 11 
and mocked him, and arraying him in gorgeous apparel 
sent him back to Pilate. And Herod and Pilate became 12 
friends with each other that very day: for before they 
were at enmity between themselves.

Now at the feast the governor was wont to release 15 
unto the multitude one prisoner, whom they would. And 16 
they had then a notable prisoner, called Barabbas. 
When therefore they were gathered together, Pilate said 17 
unto them, Whom will ye that I release unto you? 
Barabbas, or Jesus which is called Christ? For he knew 18 
that for envy they had delivered him up. And while he 19 
was sitting on the judgement-seat, his wife sent unto 
him, saying, Have thou nothing to do with that righteous 
man: for I have suffered many things this day in a 
dream because of him. Now the chief priests and the 20 
elders persuaded the multitudes that they should ask for 
Barabbas, and destroy Jesus. But the governor answered 21 
and said unto them, Whether of the twain will ye that I 
release unto you? And they said, Barabbas. [T. 0. 
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S. Luke xxiii. 13—25. 


13. And Pilate called together the chief priests and the 
14 rulers and the people, and said unto them, Ye brought 
unto me this man, as one that perverteth the people: 
and behold, I, having examined him before you, found 
no fault in this man touching those things whereof ye 
1s accuse him: no, nor yet Herod: for he sent him back 
unto us; and behold, nothing worthy of death hath 
16 been done by him. I will therefore chastise him, and 
18 release him. But they cried out altogether, saying, 
19 Away with this man, and release unto us Barabbas: one 
who for a certain insurrection made in the city, and for 
murder, was cast into prison. [T. 0.

Jesus answered him, Thou wouldest have 11 
no power against me, except it were given thee from 
above: therefore he that delivered me unto thee hath 
greater sin. Upon this Pilate sought to release him: 12 
but the Jews cried out, saying, If thou release this man, 
thou art not Ceesar’s friend: every one that maketh him- 
self a king speaketh against Czesar. When Pilate there- 13 
fore heard these words, he brought Jesus out, and sat 
down on the judgement-seat at a place called The Pave- 
ment, but in Hebrew, Gabbatha. Now it was the 14 
Preparation of the passover: it was about the sixth hour. 
And he saith unto the Jews, Behold, your King! They 15 
therefore cried out, Away with him, away with him, 
crucify him. Pilate saith unto them, Shall I crucify your 
King? The chief priests answered, We have no king 
but Ceesar. Then therefore he delivered him unto them 16 
to be crucified.

27 Then the soldiers of the governor took Jesus into 
the palace, and gathered unto him the whole band.

But Jesus turning unto them said, Daughters of Jerusalem, 28 
weep not for me, but weep for yourselves, and for your 
children.

19 on either side one, and Jesus in the midst. And Pilate Ps. 22. 16. 
wrote a title also, and put it on the cross. And there 
was written, JESUS OF NAZARETH, THE KING OF THE 
20 jews. This title therefore read many of the Jews: 
for the place where Jesus was crucified was nigh to the 
city: and it was written in Hebrew, and in Latin, and 
21in Greek. The chief priests of the Jews therefore said 
to Pilate, Write not, The King of the Jews; but, that he 
22 said, I am King of the Jews. Pilate answered, What I 
have written I have written. 
23 The soldiers therefore, when they had crucified Jesus, 
took his garments, and made four parts, to every soldier 
a part; and also the coat: now the coat was without 
24 seam, woven from the top throughout. They said there- 
fore one to another, Let us not rend it, but cast lots for 
it, whose it shall be: that the scripture might be fulfilled, 
which saith, 
They parted my garments among them, Ps. 22. 18. 
And upon my vesture did they cast lots. 
25 These things therefore the soldiers did.

24 And they crucify him, and part his garments among 
them, casting lots upon them, what each should take. 
25,26 And it was the third hour, and they crucified him. And 
the superscription of his accusation was written over,

robbers ; one on his right hand, and one on his left.

In like manner 41 
also the chief priests mocking him, with the scribes and 
elders, said, He saved others; himself he cannot save. 42 
He is the King of Israel; let him now come down from 
the cross, and we will believe on him. He trusteth on 43 
God; let him deliver him now, if he desireth him: for 
he said, I am the Son of God. And the robbers also 44 
that were crucified with him cast upon him the same 
reproach.

THE Jews therefore, because it was the Preparation, 31 
that the bodies should not remain on the cross upon the 
sabbath (for the day of that sabbath was a high day), 
asked of Pilate that their legs might be broken, and that 
they might be taken away. The soldiers therefore came, 32 
and brake the legs of the first, and of the other which 
was crucified with him: but when they came to Jesus, 33 
and saw that he was dead already, they brake not his 
legs: howbeit one of the soldiers with a spear pierced 34 
his side, and straightway there came out blood and 
water. And he that hath seen hath borne witness, and 35 
his witness is true: and he knoweth that he saith true, 
that ye also may believe. For these things came to 36 
pass, that the scripture might be fulfilled, A bone of him 
shall not be broken. And again another scripture saith, 37 
They shall look on him whom they pierced.

S. John xix. 38—42. 


AND after these things Joseph of Arimathzea, being a 38 
disciple of Jesus, but secretly for fear of the Jews, asked 
of Pilate that he might take away the body of Jesus: 
and Pilate gave him leave. He came therefore, and 
took away his body. And there came also Nicodemus, 39 
he who at the first came to him by night, bringing a 
mixture of myrrh and aloes, about a hundred pound 
weight. So they took the body of Jesus, and bound it 40 
in linen cloths with the spices, as the custom of the Jews 
is to bury. Now in the place where he was crucified 41 
there was a garden; and in the garden a new tomb 
wherein was never man yet laid. There then because of 42 
the Jews’ Preparation (for the tomb was nigh at hand) 
they laid Jesus. 


§S. Mark xv. 42—47. 


And when even was now come, because it was the 42 
Preparation, that is, the day before the sabbath, there 43 
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came Joseph of Arimathza, a councillor of honourable 
estate, who also himself was looking for the kingdom of 
God; and he boldly went in unto Pilate, and asked for 
44 the body of Jesus. And Pilate marvelled if he were 
already dead: and calling unto him the centurion, he 
45 asked him whether he had been any while dead. And 
when he learned it of the centurion, he granted the 
46 corpse to Joseph. And he bought a linen cloth, and 
taking him down, wound him in the linen cloth, and laid 
him in a tomb which had been hewn out of a rock; and 
47 he rolled a stone against the door of the tomb. And 
Mary Magdalene and Mary the mother of Joses beheld 
where he was laid.

so And behold, a man named Joseph, who was a coun- 

s1 cillor, a good man and a righteous (he had not consented 
to their counsel and deed), a man of Arimathzea, a city . 
of the Jews, who was looking for the kingdom of God: 

52 this man went to Pilate, and asked for the body of Jesus, 

53 And he took it down, and wrapped it in a linen cloth, 
and laid him in a tomb that was hewn in stone, where 

54 never man had yet lain. And it was the day of the 

55 Preparation, and the sabbath drew on. And the women, Lk. 8. 2. 
which had come with him out of Galilee, followed after, 

56 and beheld the tomb, and how his body was laid. And 
they returned, and prepared spices and ointments. 

And on the sabbath they rested according to the 

commandment.

She 2 
runneth therefore, and cometh to Simon Peter, and to 
the other disciple, whom Jesus loved, and saith unto 
them, They have taken away the Lord out of the tomb, 
and we know not where they have laid him. Peter 3 
therefore went forth, and the other disciple, and they 
went toward the tomb. And they ran both together: 4 
and the other disciple outran Peter, and came first to 
the tomb; and stooping and looking in, he seeth the 5 
linen cloths lying; yet entered he not in. Simon Peter 6 
therefore also cometh, following him, and entered into 
the tomb; and he beholdeth the linen cloths lying, and 7 
the napkin, that was upon his head, not lying with the 
linen cloths, but rolled up in a place by itself. Then 8 
entered in therefore the other disciple also, which came 
first to the tomb, and he saw, and believed. For as yet 9 
they knew not the scripture, that he must rise again from 
the dead. So the disciples went away again unto their 10 
own home.

And when the sabbath was past, Mary Magdalene, 1 
and Mary the mother of James, and Salome, bought 
spices, that they might come and anoint him. And very 2 
early on the first day of the week, they come to the 
tomb when the sun was risen. And they were saying 3 
among themselves, Who shall roll us away the stone 
from the door of the tomb? and looking up, they see 4 
that the stone is rolled back: for it was exceeding great. 
And entering into the tomb, they saw a young man 5 
sitting on the right side, arrayed in a white robe; and 
they were amazed. And he saith unto them, Be not 6 
amazed: ye seek Jesus, the Nazarene, which hath been 
crucified : he is risen; he is not here: behold, the place 
where they laid him!

But 8 
the other disciples came in the little boat (for they were 
not far from the land, but about two hundred cubits off), 
dragging the net full of fishes. So when they got out 9 
upon the land, they see a fire of coals there, and fish laid 
thereon, and bread. Jesus saith unto them, Bring of the 10 
fish which ye have now taken. Simon Peter therefore 11 
went up, and drew the net to land, full of great fishes, a 
hundred and fifty and three: and for all there were so 
many, the net was not rent. Jesus saith unto them, 12 
Come and break your fast. And none of the disciples 
durst inquire of him, Who art thou? knowing that it was 
the Lord. Jesus cometh, and taketh the bread, and 13 
giveth them, and the fish likewise.
